Ara regular Session of the Legislature, convened at the Capi- 
tal, at Jackson, on Monday the second day of January, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and fifty-four, and the seventy-eighth year of 
American Independence. 
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BE IT REMEMBERED, that on the day and year aforesaid, being 
the time and place appointed by Jaw for the assemblage of the 
Legislature of the State of Mississippi, the Senate was called to 
order by the Hon. Joel H. Berry, the Senator for the county of 
Tippah. 

On motion of Mr. Berry, the Hon. R. O. Beene, the Senator for 
the county of Itawamba, was called to the Chair as President pro 
impore . 

On the motion of Mr. Steele, M. J. Bunch was requested to- 
act as Secretary of the Senate, pro lempore.

Upon taking the Chair, the President of the Senate made the 
following address : 

Senators: Permit me to return yoü my sincere. thanks. for'the 
position you have assigned me. I accept it with less reluctance than 
I would otherwise be felt, in consideration of the character of 
the body over which I am called upon to preside. Grave, digni- 
fied, and orderly, [I do not believe that much-skill or effort will be 
required on the part of the presiding officer, to maintain that order 
and decorum which have marked the deliberations of the Senate in 
times past. The convention which framed our Constitution, wise- 
ly provided that the Senate should be composed of members. who 
had attained the age of thirty years, and that they should hold their 
office for a longer time.than other officers of the State; thus creat- 
ing a ee of elders which should act as the balance-wheel i in 


the machinery of our State government, giving regularity to its ` 


movements, and preventing those too sudden and injurious changes 
which have characterised popular governments not thus wisely 
balanced. In a body thus organized, I do not permit myself to . 
doubt but that the p siding officer ‘will always receive from its 
members whatever ail may be necessary to preserve its order and. . 
dignity, and I assure Senators nothing in my power shall be wanting 
to make our intercourse and deliberations pleasant to all, and no 
effort spared to render that impartial justice which should mark the 
bearing of a presiding officer to each and all. of the members of the 
body over which he presides. I am now ready to take the- oath

In a Republic like ours, where popular sovereignty is the only 
acknowledged source of govenmental authority ` where.civic func- | 
tionaries have no claimto be recognized, except as servants of the 
people ; and where all entrusted with political power, of whatever 
charaoter it may be, or wherever the same is to be put in exercise, 
are held strictly amenable to public sentiment, when clearly and : 
legitimately manifested: it ought hot to surprise any intelligent 
citizen to learn what is undoubtedly true, I assure you, that so soon 
as the unexpected result of the-late general election in the State 
of Mississippi had been duly ascertained, I felt disposed at once to 
esign the office of Governor, and with a cheerful submission to 
hat seemed to be the judgment of my fellow citizens touching my 
merits as a public agent, to retire quietly and without parade of 
any kind to the walks of private life. Nor should I have been pre- : 
vented from pursuing this course by the conviction which, with the `- 
knowledge of facts possessed by me, I could not but entertain, that 
the defeat to which my own political aspirations had been subject- 
ed, could not even by possibility have occurred, but for the opera- 
tion of causes the existence and controlling potentiality of which 
did not in the least degree imply a want either of integrity or of 
qualification in the particular individval who was to suffer by their 
unexpected intrusion upon the canvass. Upon more mature con- 
sideration, I have deemed it my duty to remain in the possession of 
Executive authority up to the present moment, with a view to sav- 
ing the good people of the State from the inconveniences which 
could not but be incident to the happening of an interregnum in the 
gubernatorial station ; and I am, therefore, now once more to com- - 
municate with you as Senators and Representatives of Mississippi, _ 
and to interchange views and sentiments with you, in your official 
capacity, concerning such matters as seem, at the present moment, 
to stand most closely connected with the welfare and happiness of 
those under whose authority it is our privilege to act. Having irre- 
vocably made up my mind to become a citizen, at some very early 
day, of the newest and most distant State of the Confederacy, it 
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w ould,perhaps, seem a little indelicate in me to obtrude my own 
personal views too freely upon those whom I shall so soon leave 
behind me, as to the manner in which they are to administer the 
concerns of a government from the future action of which I shall 
neither be subject to detriment of any kind, nor be capable of educ- 
ing the least individual advantage. To suggest, nay, formally to 
recommend the laying of burdens upon the shoulders of others, from 
the pressure of which | shall be myself exempt, would, perchance, 
appear not a little ungracious. To counsel public measures, in the 
benefits expected to arise from which I am not to be a participant, 
and from a failure of which to meet the public wants and expecta- 
tions it is impossible that I can be a loser, would not be likely, in 
all probability, to attract to these measures tbat amount of popular 
confidence and support which might turn out to be quite indispen- 
sable to their uitimate efficiency for good; were I, under all the 
circumstances which now surround me, to take a leading part in 
the provision of legislative arrangements of any kind intended jto 
have a permanent sway over the social morals of a commun ty 
from which I shall, in a few days, be lastingly dissevered, I feel 
quite sure that I should bring down upon myself the grave and un- 
pleasant charge of having been guilty of something like impertinent 
officiousness ` had I been differently situated, it was my purpose to 
urge upon the Legislators of the State of Mississippi the propriety 
of early action on their part, in regard to several matters quite im- 
portant to the true dignity and happiness of this prosperous and . 
enlightened Commonwealth ; which I may venture to particular- 
ize as follows: l 

7 1. Prompt and efficient arrangements ‘or the restoration of pub- 
lic credit, and for its future maintenance. 2. The establishment 
of a liberal and extended system cf public education. 3. The 
granting of all proper facilities for the laying of rail-ways permeat- 
ing ihe State, or particular portions thereof, with a view to the 
development of our vast interior resources of every kind, and to 
the other inestimable advantages sure to result therefrom. 4. The 
thorough reformation of our system of criminal jurisprudence, now 
So crude; and imperfect, that the conviction of the most atrocious : 
culprits is found to be well nigh impossible. 5. The suppression, 
- through the instrumentality of wholesome and constitutional legis- 
lation, of the great and growing evil of intemperance. 6. Some 
competent provision for the definitive settlement of the delicate and 
perplexing question of State indebtedness, by the action of the peo- 
ple themselves, in their sovereign capacity, separate and apart 
. from all the ordinary political elections, and in such a manner as 
to save the honor of the State from lasting degradation. 7. The in- 
crease of certain official salaries, evidently at this time wholly in- 
adequate to recompense the public service expected to be render. 
ed by those to whom these salaries are paid. For the reasons 
already made known, I shall not at present dilate upon any of these 
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-topics, leaving the hints which have thus been incidently thrown 
cut to be acted upon, or Lo be disregarded entirely, as to the Legis- 
lature may seem most wise and proper. 

I have the honor herewith to transmit several official reports ema- ` 
nating from important civic functionaries closely connected with 
the government of the State ; to all of which I invite your atten- 
tion, and I do moreovér commend the various suggestions sèt forth 
in the same to your. favorable consideration. os 

There is a subject not embraced in either of said reports, and 
of great importauce in itself, upon which I think it best to submit 
a short statement, referring you for fuller and more detailed intor- 
mation upon that and several kindred matters, to the office of the ` 
Secretary of State, who is not required by any present law to make `" 
a formal official expose of the general. business of his department, | 
either to the Governor of the State or to the Legislature. | 8 

By an act of Congress, entitled, “an act to enable the State of 
Arkansas and other States to reclaim the swamp lands within their 
limite" approved Sept. 28, 1859, all the submerged lands within 
the limits of this State, at that time owned by the United States, ` 
were granted to this State for certain purposes specified in said 
act. Under the provisions of the 13th section of an act passed by 
the Legislature of this State, entitled, *an act for the construction 
of a levee,” &c., approved March 15, 1852,.the Secretary of State 
issued “ serip” or “land warrants" (in quarter sections,) to the 
amount of 600,000 acres, to the counties of De Soto, Tunica, Coa- | ^ 
homa, Bolivar, Washington, and Issaquena; and under the 18th 
section of said act, he issued script or warrants to the amount of 
300,000 acres, which were placed in the State Treasury, as the. 
act provided., By virtue of the 4th section of an act, entitled, “an 
act for the reclamation of swamp and overflowed lands," &c.,ap- - 
proved March,16, 1852, the Secretary of State has issued scrip or 
warrants to the amount of 20,000 acres to the county of Leake, 
and delivered the same to the agent of the board of police of 
said county. He has also issued scrip or warrants to the counties 
of De Soto and Tunica, to the amount of 186,000 acres, as direct- 
ed by the first section of an act entitled, “an act to appropriate to - 
the couuties of Tunica and De Soto 186,000 acres of swamp and 
overflowed public lands,” &c., approved October 28, 1852. The 
whole amount of scrip which has thus been. issued, is 1,056,000 
acres, a large portion of which has been located. The Governor 
of the State was directed to appoint agents to locate swamp and 
overflowed lands. by the 8d section of an act entitled, “an act in 
relation to the locations of the swamp and overflowed public lands,” 
approved March 16, 1852, and by the first section cf an act ap- 
proved October 21, 1852, amendatory thereof. Commissioners ` 
. were appointed by me, under these laws, for the several land dis- 
tricts in the State, some of whom have reported locations made by 
them, and sheir reports bave been confirmed by the authorities at 
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Washington City ; othexs have not yetreporied. About 1,800,409 


acres of swamp and overflowed lands have been located and con- 
firmed to the State, under the act of Congress before mentioned ; 
and there remains in the State a large quantity of lands of that 
character, no report of which has yet been made. 

I am aware that it has been usual for the Executives of the dif- 
. ferent States, in a communication like the present, to enter quite 
minutely into a review of all that may have occurred in connection. 
with the Government since the last Legislative session, and espe- 
cially to supply a pretty copicus narrative of their own acts during 
such period. Seeing nothing in the constitution of the State which 
requires the pursuance of such a course by me, and not discover. 
ing any public good which is likely to result thereform, I shall be 
content to leave ample evidence on record, by which my conduet 
in any particular instance may be conveniently and authentically 
ascertained, should a necessity hereafter be supposed to have arisen 
for special and severe scrutiny ; nor do I doubt that it will be found 
by such as may choose to look into the matter, that I have, at all 
times, and under all circumstances, since the commencement of my 
official termi as Governor of Mississippi, attended with diligence 
and perfect fidelity to the duties devolved upon me as such by the 
Constitution and laws of the State. 

Here, gentlemen, I should be pleased to close the last commu. 
nication which in an official character itis at all likely I shall 
ever make to the chosen Senators and Representatives of the Mis. 
_Sissippi Legislature, i in General Assembly convened; but events 
“have recently occurred, which in my judgment render it not less. a 
duty which I owe to my own reputation, than to the truth of history, 
to advert, in à dispassionate and courteous manner, to certain top. 
ics, which, though at one time involving to an extent truly painful 
and deplorable, strong local and personal feeling, it is to be hoped, 
are, at this season of comparative serenity and 3 repose, susceptible 
of being coolly and soberly examined, without supplying just cause 
of offence in any quarter. 

With this view of the matter, I proceed to say, in formal contra. 
vention of what has been gravely asserted elsewhore, that I was 
elected to the office of Governor, not as an enemy of State rights 
properly understood ; — 2ot/as an opponent of the Virginia resolu- 
tions of 1798, as exposed by their own immortal author ; — not as 
a latitüdinous interpreter of the Federal Constitution ;— but as the 
reverse of all these — in a word, as a National Democrat, of the 
faith of Jefferson-and Madison and J ackson ; true to the Constitu- 
tion, true to the time-honored principles of f the National Democra- 
tic creed, and true to the Compromise and the Union. To state 
the contrary, 1s to state what all Mississippi knows to be flagitious- 
ly untrue ; and what every Senator and Representative to whom 
this Message'is transmitted equally knows to be without a shadow 
ef foundation. In the contest for Governor in 1851, there was but 
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one issue, and that was the issue of Union or disunion — aequies- 
cence in the Compromise enactments of 1850, or resistance thereto, 
He who either states or suggests that there was any other issue 
than this, either states or suggests that of which he.is grossly igno- 
rant, or that which he knows to. be false.. Nor will I allow so 
glaring and unpardonable an attempt to pervert well known and 
well attested public facts, so seriously involving my own character, 
both personal and official, and so discreditably implieating the 
honor of the State in which I have so long resided, to pass either 
uncontradicted or unrefuted. Before I go more deeply into the 
point under examinatiun, I shall take the.precaution to guard against 
misconstruction, on three points : 

1. In nothing that I shall say, will it be my intention to. cast 
any reflection -upon the President of the United'States. Self-re- 
.spect and reasons of official.comity, if no other motive restrained 
. me, would prevent my applying to this personage language fairly 
subject to objection on the score of discourtesy or apparent un- 
kindness. ; 

_ 2. T hope that in what I feel constrained to say in reference to 
past scenes, no one will understand me as calling in. question the 
motives and character, the integrity and patriotism of the great body 
of what was known as the State Rights or Secession party of Mis: 
sissippi of 1851.  Circamstances did undoubtedly. exist at that 
period, the nature of which would justify at this time the exercise of 
quite a liberal allowance for error committed in te absence of that 
invaluable instruction which has since been so happily supplied by 
experience i "n De 

3. Neither in paragraph, sentence, nor line of this address, do, I 
desire to be regarded as alluding in the least degree in the way of 
comment, favorable or unfavorable, to certain mercenary scribblers - 
for the press in this State and elsewhere, who have been, assailing 
me for years past with the coarsest revilement and the most un- 
founded calumnies. The truth is, that I have never attached any 
particular importance to the efforts of this class of persons to do me 
injury ; [seldom even glance at the absurdities which they publish; 
and I never behold their ridiculous and ungainly attempts to wriggle 
themselves into adscititious consequence, as the majestic controllers | 
of public sentiment, without being forcibly reminded of what Mt. 
Burke says in reference to certain obstreperous impertirients of his 
own day, concerning whom his languvge is as follows: 

“The vanity, restlessness, petulance, and spirit of intrigue’ 
of several petty cabals, who attempt to hide their total. want of 
consequence in bustle and noise, and puffing, and mutual quota- 
tion.of each other, make you imagine that our contemptuous neg- 
leet of their abilities is a general mark of acquiescence in their 
opinions. No such thing, I assure you. Because half a dozen 
grass-hoppers under a fern make the field ring with their importu- 
yuyo yeu, while thousands of great cattlé, reposing .beneath the 
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shadow of the British Oak, chew the cud and are silent, pray do 
not imagine that those who make the noise are theonly inhabitants 
of the field; that, of course, they are many in numer; or that, 
after all, they are other than the little, shrivelled, meagre, hopping, 
though loud and troublesome insects of the hour.” 

Having disposed of these preliminary points, I now proceed to 
put on record, with a view, if possible, to imperishable notoriety, 
and in a manner somewhat consecutive, a few leading facts, which 
will serve to illustrate the true character of the contest through 
which the friends of the Compromise and the Union were com- 
pelled to pass in the summer and autumn of 185]. I have already 
averred that the only issue known in that struggle was that of Un. 
ion or Disunion, Ácquiescence or Secession; and I will now sus- 
tain this averment by more evidence than would be deemed neces- 
sary to ensure a verdict of .conviction for murder, high-treason, or 
any other crime whatever known to the grim calender of juridical 
offences. 

It will be recollected by all to whom I now address myself, that 
early in the month of March, 1850, a point had arisen, in the pro- 
gress of debate in the National Senate, of the greatest importance ; 
á point upon which the fate of the Union itself was to turn, in 
more than one of the Southern States in the Coufederacy, in the 
course of a few months thereafter. I invite attention to a. parlia- 
mentary scene which will be recollected by those who have been - 
regular readers of the Congressional Globe; in which it appears 
that, on the 4th of March, Mr. Calhoun came into the hall of the 
Senate and assumed his accustomed seat in ihat body, whichhe 
continued quietly and with peculiarly grave and severe dignity to 
occupy, whilst a patriotic and high-souled Virginia Senator, read in 
hearing of the Senate and of a vast concourse of attentive auditors 
besides, the last great speech which that giant mind of the South 
was ever to originate, to endue with shape and consistency. and 
to enstamp with the impress of his own immortality. The acknow- 
ledged purity of the man, his! long and useful course of public ser- 
vice, and the sinking condition of his physical system, lent great 
additional force to that powerful logic, that burning invective, and 
those terrible prophetic warnings which pointed to the gulf of na- 
tional ruin that seemed fearfully to yawn almost in sight of those 
who listened to that majestic Philippic, against the Abolitionists of 
the North and those in alliance with them. I only say what I 
have always heretofore declared, that no one more highly admired, 
or more warmly approved, the greater part of that harangue than 
] did. But there was one feature in it that alarmed me greatly, 
and, as I yet think, most naturally. Iallude to that part of the speech 
which set up a formai demand for an amendment of the Federal 
Constitution, as indispensable to the settlement of the Slavery 
question; as indispensable to the maintenance of the Union. 
When I reflected upon: all the circumstances then existing—the exe 
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. treme excitement which prevailed in the opposite sections of the .- 
-- Confederacy ; the anticipated meeting ofthe Nashville Convention ; 
the obstinacy with which the advocates of the non-action policy of : 
-President Taylor seemed determined to adhere to that strange poli- 
cy; when I pondered upon the menacing language which the 
Higher-law Champions were every day fulminating in both Houses 
of Congress, and adverted to the bold attitude which several of the 
Southern States had already taken ; I could not but believe that if . 
an amendment to the Constitution should be insisted upon by the 
South, as a sine qua non to settlement, the severance of the people 
of this region, or at least a large portion thereof, from their North- 
. ern brethren, must prove inevitable. I still cherished hopes of 
some ‘such adjustment of all the disputed questions as was after- 
wards secured and, therefore, I lost no time in respectfuly, but 
earnestly, protesting against Mr. Calhoun's demand of a Constitu- 
tional amendment, which I was perfectly certain won!d not be ac- 
corded by those upon whom it was made, and which I could not 
even suppose to be in the least degree necessary. 1 will not 
dwell upon this delicate and painful subjebt ; but invite attention 
to a part of the curious dialogue reported in the Congressional 
Globe to have - occurred on the occasion referred to between Mr. 
Calhoun and myself. It is as follows: - 

“Mr. Catuoun.—lI will say, and I say it boldly that as things 
now} stand, the Southern States cannot with safety remain in the 
Union. Asthings now stand, I appeal to the Senator,from Missis- 
sippi, if he thinks that the South can remain in the Union upon 
terms of equality ? e, DE 

Mr. Foorr.—We cannot, unless the pending questions, be. set- . - 
tled; but, in my opinion, these questions "may be settled, and bon. - 
orably settled, within ten days. ejf EE 
.. Mr. Carnovx.—Does the Senator think the South can remain ` 
in the-Union upon terms of equality, without a specific guarantee 
that she shall enjoy her rights unmolested? ^^ | = ss” se 

Mr. Foorz.—1 think she may, without any amendment of the 
Constitution. There we disagree. - MP WW : 
disagree entirely.” . -> 


Mr. Carnouw.— Yes, there we uec 
‘The Nashville Convention. assembled in the month of June, 
just three months after this scene in the Senate. Upon its unfor- 
tunate and most ill-judged proceedings, I shall not now remark. 
I have always thought that the gentlemen who attended that ill- 
starred Convention were, for the most part, well-intentioned per- 
sons, but that they labored under two serious obstacles to wise and 
wholesome action: undue excitement, and want of accurate infor- 
mation in regard to the state of things then existing. Let this topic 
pass. In order to avoid giving offence to many citizens whom I 
- sincerely respect, and with whom I could not help more or less sym- 
pathizing two years ago, when in a state of such unhappy and sur- 
prising delusion, I shall likewise pretermit all regular mention in 
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this place of the second Nashville Convention ; its alarming reso- 
lutions ; and its stili more alarming. speeches—Mr. Cheves* and 
the rest. 

The Congress which adopted the Compromise measures, and 
which, by adopting them, as ali sensible men know, saved the Union, 
adjourned early in the autumn of that year, and I returned once 
more to my own home, hoping to enjoy a little quiet and respite 
from labor and solicitude, and even hoping to find my fellow-citizens 
of Mississippi prepared to receive me cordially and to accord to me 
at least the credit of having been actuated, whilst in Washington, 
in supporting the measures of Compromise, by worthy ahd patriotic 
motives. It was my sincere wish to harmonize, as far as possible, 
. with my respected constituents, and I was equally desirous of avoid: 

ing all controversy with my Congressional colleagues touching the 
questions upon which we had so unhappily differed whilst the Com. 
promise measures had been the subject of discussion in the Na. 
tional Legislature. I even made some attempts, ere I left Wash- 
ington, to get these gentlemen to agree to unite with me, after we 
should have gotten back to Mississippi once more, in urging our 
fellow-citizens (in conformity with what had already been the ac- 
tion of Virginia, Maryland, and other States of the South) to lose 
no time in organizing upon the basis of Acquiescence in the Com. . 
promise. All my efforts were fruitless. Madness ruled the hour. 
The seat in the Senate then held by me was to be filled again by 
election, at the next regular session of the Legislature ; and it was 
obviously hoped by some, whom it would be quite easy to name, 
that if a Legislative vote of censure could be obtained against me, 
it would become quite easy to prevent my re-election to the Senate. 
On reaching the city of Vicksburg, en route to the capital of the 
State, I was gratified at meeting with the distinguished gentleman 
who was then acting as Governor of. Mississippi—General Quit. 
man—and having an opportunity of holding a frank and friendly 
interview with him, touching the existing condition of things; 
in which interview he unfolded to me, without reserve, the objects 
which he proposed to attain by convoking the Legislature of the 
State in special session, as he had already announced his determi- 
nation to do. I was greatly shocked. to learn the nature of the 
recommendations which Governor Quitman would deem it his duty 
to make to the Legislature, on the assemblage of that body, which 
was to take place in a few weeks; and took such steps to obviate 
the threatened mischief as I deemed expedient. These I shall pass 
by. The Legislature assembled at the State Capitol. All my col- 
leagues (save one, Mr. Thompson) were in attendance. ` ^ vast 
multitude of our citizens rushed to the theatre of action, to find out 
what was likely to be the result of the extraordinary movements 
rumored to be in progress. -The Governor's special message was - 
sent into the two houses of the Legislature; not though before it 
had been shown to many of his prominent political friends and their 
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approval of its contents obtained. After the reception of the Mes- - 
sage, night after night, large assemblages, of our citizens-took place 
in the State Capitol, which were addressed in fervent harrangues 
‘by-the present Secretary of War, Colonel Davis, and by other gen- 
tlemen, in warm approbation of Governor Quitman’s Message, and 
of his general course ; and although some of these personages have 
attempted since to shuffle off the whole responsibility of what they 
were then so warmly counselling and abetting, I do not intend that 
they shall thus escape. I am prepared to maintain, moreover, that 
if any one is to blame for the expedients at that period resorted to, 
Governor Quitman is far less to be condemned than are those who, 
having supplied him with the information upon which he had pro. 
ceeded to act, and having incited him to all that he attempted, at ` 
terwards—when they found that the people of Mississippi were 
about to pronounce against their chosen remedy. of Secession— 
abandoned the gallant and high-spirited citizen whom they had so 
grossly misadvised, to the fate which they saw was about to befall 
him, and ihgloriously skulked, from the vindication of measures 
which I am persuaded would never have been thought of; but for 
their superserviceable and meddling offciousness. ` The following 
extracts from Governor Quitman’s Message will serve to show the 
character and extent of the danger to which the public peace was 
at that time exposed. After discussing the merits of the various 
Compromise measures in detail, and denouncing all but one of . 
them in the strongest language, he says: 

“To resolve again that we will not submit to further aggres. 
sions after our former resolutions have been so contemptuously dis- 
regarded, and after we have been virtually stripped of every acre 
of the publie domain, would but invite further aggressions, if it did . 
not justly subject us to the scorn and contempt of mankind." * * * 
After recommending the assemblage of a Convention, “with, full -. 
and ample powers to take into consideration our Federal Relations, | 
' the aggressions which have been committed upon the rights of the 
Southern States, the dangers which threaten our domestic institu- 


tions, and all kindred subjects; and jointly with other States, or : - 


separately, to adopt such measures as may best eomport with the 
dignity of the State, and effectually correct the eviis complained 
of;" and after recommending to the Legislature “to devise and - 
carry into effect the best means of redress for the past, and to 
obtain 'certain security for the future ;" Gov. Quitman presently 
proceeds to say: “The Union of these States has been so grossly. 
perverted from its original purpose, as to render its further continu- 
ance incompatible with the honor, the prosperity, and she safety of 
the slaveholding States, unless some correction of past aggressions, 
and some additional and more effectual: guarantees for our future pro- 
tection be obtained from our associates in the Confederacy.” He ` 
‘then presently afterwards uses the following bold and unequivocal 
language : | 
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. “When I reflect upon the pertinacity with which the assaults 
upon our rights have been for. years prosecuted, the evident in- 
crease of anti-slavery sentiment at the North, and the excitement 
there pervading nearly all classes against the law to provide for 
the extradition of fugitive slaves, I have little hope left that these 
guarantees, indispensably necessary to our safety, will be yielded 
by a majority, flushed with recent victories, and encouraged by 
apparent divisions among ourselves. Yet to leave no effort at con: 
ciliation untried, and still further to unite with us those of our own 
people, who still look for a returning sense of justice in the North, 
let the propositions be distinctly made to the people of the non- 
slaveholding States, to remedy the wrong so far as it may be in 
the power of Congress to do so, by obtaining from California con- 
cessions south of 36 deg. 30 min. or otherwise ; and to consent to 
such amendments of the Federal Constitution as shall hereafter 
amply secure the rights of the slaveholding States from miscon- 
struction, and from further aggression. But in the event of refusal, 
I do not hesitate to express my decided opinion, that the only effect- 
ual remedy to evils which must continue to grow from year to 
' year, is to be found in the prompt and peaceable secession of the 
aggrieved States.” 

In the double canvass for the office of Governor, throügh/which 
I reached the position which I shall continue to hold for a few hours 
only, Gov. Quitman, it is known, was the candidate primarily 
nominated against me, upon the basis of resolutions adopted by the 
State Rights Convention (so called) of June, 1851. Let me do 
justice, whilst I may, to à most meritorious and high-souled oppo- 
nent, who fought out the contest of 1851, as long as any hope re- 
mained to him of eventual success, with gallantry, resolution, and 
true energy; and who, when he saw thatthe people were decidedly ` 
hostile to the policy which he had been induced to recommend, re- 
tired gracefully and even with an increase of dignity, from the field 
of contest. It is not such a man as this, that would be willing to 
obtain station at the expense of his most cherished principles, and 
who, when argument and persuasion should fail to conciliate popu- 
lar support and sympathy, would be seen to stoop to low.inirigue, 
and the most unscrupulous management and trickery, in order to 
secure by such ignoble means, the reward of an insatiate ambition. 
The Hero who won immortal glory at the Gate of Belen ;. who un- 
furled the first flag upon the walls of Mexico; and who, afterwards, 
with distinguished honor, filled the place of first North American 
Governor of the Mexican capital, was utterly incapable of abasing 
himself so profoundly, as the exigency in which he found himself 
invoylec seemed clearly to indicate to be indispensable to political 
success; and he resolved to preserve his reputation from discredit, 
and maintain the dignity of his character in undiminished splendor, 
by yielding a manly and becoming deference to the unmistakeable 
tokens of public sentiment. Let me be allowed here to say, that I

have never been the enemy of this most worthy and patriotic citi- 
zen; I have, before now, defended his reputation, when illiberally . ` 
assailed by others, with a zeal which could not have been surpassed, ° . 
and Ihave on more than one occasion yielded him a warm political 
support, and for very high station, too, when others who have hypo-. . 
critically professed to he friendly to him, were striving to undermine 
.and to: degrade him by expedients too disgusting even to be more 
than alluded to at present. i 

Upon General Quitman’s ceasing to be a candidate for Govern- 
or, the present Secretary of War, Col. Davis, at the instance of a 
small squad ofultra.secession admirers of his, determined to become 
my opponent. Whether the issue which had marked the contest 
between Governor Quitman and myself was at all modified by this 
new and most dexterous movement, may be ascertained by looking 
fora moment into a few particulars which I shall now bring for; 
ward. I have already referred to certain nocturnal meetings which 
were held in the State House, in Jackson, immediately after the 
emanation of Gov. Quitman’s message, and have stated that these - 
meetings were addréssed by several distinguished personages. The | 
speeches delivered on these occasions were not published at length 
in the newspapers of the day; the nearest approximation, therefore, 
which I can, at this time, make to collecting the now scattered 
odors with which they were so reeking and redolent, will be to set | 
forth herein two spicy articles, of a purely descriptive character, . 
which appeared at the time in the columns of two well-known jour- 
nals, the peculiar celebrity of which will most happily save me 
from the necessity of writing a single syllable by way of delinea- . 
tion. ‘The first of these publications which I shall exhibit is taken - 
from the columns of the Natchez Free Trader. Here it is: 

* Our able and eloquent fellow-citizen, Gen. Felix Huston, was 
galled upon, and in his usual style of eloquence, kept the intelli- . 
gent audience for an hour and a half wrapped in breathless atten .. 
tion, except every once in a while when he would say he was for 
Secession or Disunion, the house would fairly ring with approba- . 
tion.: The General really surprised many by his burning elo-\ 
quence. He was followed by Col. Jerr. Davis, wHo APPROVED, 
‘verbatim’ of Gen. Huston’s address,—said he was for resistance, 
and did not want the stain of degradation upon Mississippi, nor ` 
would he submit to it.” `: o yo a 

The editorial in the Mississippian, noticing the same scene, re- ` 
fers specially to. two gentlemen, Col. Davis and Col. Featherston, - 
employing this language : ) ' i ; Pas 

“They considered our rights violated by the action of the last’. . 
Congress, and were in favor of the South {devising some remedy; 
and creating some platform; they were prepared to exhaust every . 
means for a remedy to these aggressions in the Union, and if that 
rémedy could not be thus attained, they were then ready to fall back.. 
upon our reserved righis, and seek a remedy out of the Union." . 
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Pretty plain language this, as all will readily acknowledge ; but 
only in keeping notwithstanding with that of a celebrated letter 
which appeared about the same time in all thé newspapers of the 
day, over the well known signature of “Jerr. Davis.” This 
letter was written in reply to certain interrogatories which had 
been propounded to him in a communication drawn up by several 
prominent members of the State Legislature. The only extract 
which it is at all important to insert here, reads thus: 

“Tam in favor of the execution of the plan indicated by the 
State Convention of October, 1849, the address of that Conven- 
tion to the slaveholding States, and by the Legislature of the State 
at its last session, which I consider may be stated thus: to submit 
the question to the people, in a law, for the assembling of a Con- 
vention of the State, to consider of and decide on our prosent con- 
dition and future prospects; and the measures which should be 
adopted. To prepare for the defence of the State, armed if need. 
be. To propose a Convention of the slaveholding States, to be 
composed of formally elected delegates, which should unite all ` 
those States who were willing to assert their equality, and right to 
equal enjoyment of the common property. "The States thus united. 
should, in my opinion, demand of the other States, such guaran- 
tees as would secure to them the safety, the benefits, thc trariquility 
which the Union was designed to confer. If granted, the minority 
‘could live in equality under the temple of our federal compact; if 
refused, it would be conclusive evidence of the design of the ma. - 
jority, to crush all paper barriers beneath the heel of power; the 
gulf of degradation would yawn before us. The equality to which. 
we were born being denied, and the alternative of slavish submis- 
sion or manly resistance being presented to us, I shall be in favor 
of the latter. ` Then, if full provision has been made, in the pre- 
paraticn of arms, of munitions ef war, of manufacturing establish- * 
ments, and all the varieties of agriculture to which our climate and 
soil are adapted, the slaveholding States, or even the planting 
States, may apply the last remedy—the final alternative of separa- 
tion, without bloodshed or severe-shock to commercial interests.” 

The next evidence which I shall present here, is a second article 
from the Natchez Free Trader. It is dated the 21st of June, 1851, 
and is glowingly descriptive of a scene in the June Convention, 
the body which nominated Governor Quitman as my opponent. It 
runs thus: “Soon after the organization of the Convention, a com- 
mittee on resolutions was appointod, also a committee to wait on 
the Hon. Senator Davis, with an invitation for an address from this 
distinguished statesman and patriot; whó responded in one of the 
most impressive and statesman-like speeches it has ever been our 
` lotto hear. He defined his position in a most emphatic and un- 
misiakable manner, and declared that for one he would never rally 
to sustain the flag of Mississippi waved at half mast. Only when 
its broad and fearless folds floated from the topmast would he feel 
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proud of his State, and battle for glorious and imperishable rights ; 
and that banner too, should be sustained by the bold and uncompro- 
mising standard-bearer, Quitman, whose message and its explana- 
tions, which he had the good fortune to hear from the veteran’s own 
lips, he fully approved and endorsed.” 

It would be extremely easy to multiply proofs on this head; but 
I shall forbear todo so. I shÉli only here remind honorable Sena- ` 
tors and Representatives, that both my distinguished opponents ‘for 
the office of Governor, in every speech made by them, as candi- : 
dates, urged the people of Mississippi to co-operate with South 


Carolina, then supposed to be bent on Secession ; that the soi-disant ` ` 


State Rights Convention, which assembled in the city of Jackson, 
on the 8th of January, of the year 1892, (the present Secretary of 
War being present, and of course exercising a controlling influence 
over its proceedings,) indignantly refused to adopt ah acquiescence 
resolution formally presented for consideration ; and that Col. ` 
Davis himself, in the city of Jackson, as late as midsummer of the 
same, year, delivered, in the hearing of a large concourse of his fel- ` 
low-citizens, a speech in ratification of the nomination of Messrs. 
Pierce and King, in which he took occasion to re-affirm all his old 
views and sentiments, and denounced the Compromise of 1850, as 
the “ hated Compromise ;” which last material fact neither the Sec- 
retary of War nor any of his exorbitant bepraisers will, I am sure, - 
ever have the temerity to deny. l | 

I turn now, gentlemen, with feelings npa rejoicing, to a 
state of things wholly different fromthat whidh I have been describ- 
ing. Within the last two years, both the great National parties of 
the country have fully recognized the wisdom, the justice, and: the’ 
consiituttonality of the Compromise enactments. The great and 
salutary finality principle, once so much ridiculed and scoffed at by - 
the shallow pretenders of the hour, now commands the homage and . : 
veneration of all true patriots. A President‘and Vice President of 
the Republic have been elected, pledged in the most solemn man- ` 
ner to carry these enactments into full operation, and to suppress, 
by all legitimate and proper means, all attempts to oppose or coun- 
teract them, or to weaken their validity or efficacy by. proceedings 
of any kind calculated to bring-them into discredit. In the name 
and by the authority of a vast majority of the free voters of the Re- 
publie, did President Pierce, on the 4th day of March last, in liis 
Inaugural Address, delivered in the presence of one hundred 
thousand of his approving countrymen, declare: . 

* I hold that the laws of 1850, commonly called the Compromise 
measures, are strictly consitiutional, and ought to be wunhesitatingly 
carried into effect. * * * *  Toevery theory of society or go- 
vernment, whether the offspring of feverish ambition or of morbid. 
enthusiasm, calculated to dissolve the bonds of law and affection - 
which unite us, I shall interpose, a .ready and ‘stern resistance. 
"ZS * * * * We have been carried in safety through

a perilous crisis. Wise counsels like those which gave us the 
Constitution prevailed to uphold it. Let the period be remember- 
ed, asan admonition, and not as an encouragement in any section of 
the Union, to make experimenis where experiments are fraught 
with such fearful hazard. Let it be impressed upon all hearts, that 
beautiful as our fabric is, no earthly power or wisdom could ever 
re-unite its broken fragments." 

Eloquent and impressive words! Bold and manly assertion of 
principle! Solemn and imposing pledge “to interpose a ready 
and stearn resistance “to every theory of society or government" 
calculated to dissolve the bonds of law and affection which unite us” 
as a People! If anything could impart additional emphasis to 
these deliberate utterances of opinion and intention on thd part of 
the Chief Magistrate of the Republic, such emphasis would be 
supplied by the well attested historic fact, that President Pierce, an- 
terior to his sending to the Senate bis Cabinet nominations, de-- : 
manded of each of those whom he was about to bring into such 
close affiliation with him, that he should yield his formal and, 
hearty approval to the Inaugural, and to every essential, feature 
thereof. How exceedingly refreshing it was to behold what oc- 
curred only a few months subsequent to the installation of the new 
President ; when that high functionary was upon his journey to the 
grand commercial Emporium of the Union, for the purpose of sur- 
veying the startling wonders of the far-famed Crystal Palace—how 
refreshing it was, I say, to behold what occurred in the progress of 

' that celebrated journey ! It is, of course, in the memory of all, | 
that the Secretary of War himself was put forward at the Monu- 
mental City, to deliver a regular Union speech, in which he utter- 

^ed that glowing rhapsody upon “the star-spangled banner" of his 

country, which was indeed almost worthy, in point of, fervor, of the ` 
immortal bard himself who tuned his harp on board a British prison 
ship to sing the undying glories of a united sisterhood of States; 
and in honor of whose National emblem he inspired all America 
to break forth in united chorus : 

* Oh long may it wave , 

O’er the land of the free and the home of the brave.” 

: But this was only the beginning: for at Wilmington, in the pa- 
triotic State of Delaware, a still more decisive manifesto of politi- 
cal orthodoxy was made. Then the self same Secretary, (who was 
a few hours subsequent to deliver one- of the most thoroughly Na- - 
tional speeches in the city of Philadelphia that has ever been spoken, ) 
formally re-pledged the President to execute all the pledges enun- 
ciated in his Inaugural, (including of course that vital one touching 
the theory of Secession,) in these words : l ! 

* He (President Pierce) gave. you in his Inaugural Address a de- . 
claration of those principles which he so manfully maintained on. 
the floor of the House of Representatives and in the Senate of the 
United States ; and he gave to you, with a heart within his breast 
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worthy of a son of Ben Pierce, a resolutionto execute all lo which 
he had pledged himself.” ` By the time our new champion of the 
Constitution and the Compromise reached the city of Trenton, his ` 
mind had become perfectly satisfied of ** the consummate complete- 
ness" (to usefa happy expression of Mr. Attorney General Cushing, 
in the Supreme Court of the United States the other day,) of the 
Federal Constitution, without any of those “amendments” “ addi- - 
tional guarantees,” and what not, for which he had formerly con. 
tended; and accordingly, in the said city of Trenton, he proceeded 
to deliver himself of the following sententious and striking expose 
of opinion : i l 

« TheConstitntion is our bond of Union. (Something more, 
my dear Mr. Cheves, than a “ foetid and loathsome mass of cor. 
ruption.”) Tt holds these States united. The wisdom of our Pethers 
has been exhibited year after year, until it is hardened into the af- 
fectious of their sons, so that I cannot conceive of the day when - 
that bond can be broken." How forcibly might not the patrictic: 
Secretarylliave rounded off this part of his harangue, in the felici» ` 
tous language of New England's noblest orator, and have said : 

* I have not coolly weighed the chances of preserving liberty when ~ 
the bonds;that unite us shall be broken asunder. * * * When: 
my eyes shall be turned to behold, for the last time, the sun in = 
heaven, mayil not see him shining on the broken and dishonored. 
fragments of a once glorious Union; on States dissevered, diseor- `: 
dant, belligerent; on a land rent with civil feuds, or drenched, it- 
may be, with fraternal blood! Let their last feeble and lingering - 
glance rather behold the gorgeous ensign of the Republic, now : 
Engen and honored throughout the earth, still full high advanced, ^ ` 
its arms and trophies streaming in all their orlginal-lustre—not a ` 
stripe erased or polluted, not a single star obscured—bearing for its -` 
motto, no such miserable interrogatory as What is all this : worth? -~ 
nor those other words of delusion and folly,-—Liberty first, and Un- 
ion'afterwards,—but everywhere, spread all over in characters of - 
living light,*blazing on its ample folds, as they float over the sea and: - 
over the land, and in every wind under the whole heavens, that other 
sentiment, dear to every true American heart,—Liberty. and the 
Union, now and forever, one and inseparable.” : e 

Though the Secretary of War was perhaps not quite ready when ` 
at Trenton to adopt as his own, and repeat with emphatic enuncia- - 
tion, these noble sentences from the great Champion of the Con- -- 
stitution and the Union—(being in all probability not so thoroughly . 
converted. at the timè as would have been desirable ;) yet is it true ` 
notwithstanding, that after travelling a few weeks through the heart ` 
of New England, and finding his Nationality of spirit deepening." 
and widening at every step of his journey, he found himself op ap," 
riving at the renowned city of Hartford, prepared to break forth,’ 
to the delight and edification of all who heard him, in such a strain ` 
of fiery and fervent patriotism, (evincing the absence of everything ` 
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like sectionalism, and want of confraternal feelings with his fellow- 
citszens of that celebrated manufacturing vicinage,) as might well 
have raised a doubt whether he was in truth the same secession 
chief, who had so lately urged upon his fellow-citizens of the South 
the policy of securing their independence and equality “ out of the 
Union," and who had been eager, even for the adoption of warlike 
expedients, if these should be found necessary, in order to procure 
exemption from the oppression and injustice of the Compromise en- 
.actments. have the satisfaction now of laying before you, gen: — 
tlemen, the following charming extract from this same .Hartford 
harangue, and [f am glad that I can conscientiously commend the 
same to your approval. I give itto you just as it appeared, and 
without contradiction, in the columns ofthe National Intelligencer : 
* Col. Davis alluded to his visit North: "Twenty-seven years 
ago, then quite young, he passed through New England. Progress 
had been inthe ‘land of steady habits,’ and blessed it with many 
. new sources of power and wealth. The ingenuity of man has set 
in motion complicated machinery which seems to be endowed with 
reason. It passes forward and back, transversely, slowly. swiftly, 
as the nature of the work requires. It cuts hard steel and iron as 
„the joiner’s plane shaves the soft pine. These machines, sir, (turn- 
ing to Mr. Celt,) which we have seen to-day, are wonderful to us 
of the-south and west—really wonderful, sir. They are the sur- 
_prising results of remarkable ingenuity, and contribute to the com- 
mon benefit of our common country. Your repeating pistols made 
in Hartford, are relied upon on the borders of Texas, to protect the 
men and women of that state from Indian depredations. Northern 
manufactures are used by Southern families. "These and such as 
these are the means, by which each part is made to realize its de- 
pendence on every other, and arethe sure bonds of union. The 
marks of prosperity and happiness are all over New England.— 
The murmur of the water-fall has been drowned in the roar of the 
manufacturing city ;: all isactivity, save when a New England Sab- 
bath spreads its all-pervading calm and truly weicomes weary man 
to a day of rest. From the physical to the moral, from the results 
of ingenuity and industry, he turned with pleasure to the men of 
New England. Above all that was grand in their scenery, and 
admirable in their application of the useful arts, he appreciated 
them. "They were warm-hearted, cordial, hospitable, intelligent. 
And this he found equally the case where nature wore her most rug- 
ged aspect, as when she.smiled on such fertile plains as here sur- 
rounded them. He could never forget his highland welcome ; but 
when descending from the mountains, this beautiful valley burst 
upon his view, he realized the feeling of the Hun, who, on behold- 
ing for the first time the plains of Italy, exclaimed, * Here let my 
home be. He thought that there was not personal intercourse 
eaough between the North and the South. We should be better 
acquainted, and understand each other better, in order to which we 
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should see more of each other athome. Surély the result wou'd be 
a happy one." ^" ) : 

There is certainly much to delight the friends of peace and order 
in the metamorphosis which my late secession opponent for Guber- 
natorial honors has undergone since his world-surprising induction 
into the Cabinet of President Pierce. But there is even yet more 
cause for rejoicing in what we are now seeing and hearing, even in 
our own midst. Though personal prejudices may not yet be entirely 
extinct in Mississippi ; though pride of opinion may still, in a few 
rare instances, prevent the open acknowledgement of the truth ; 
, though the adroit schemings for individual advancement may yet 
keep alive in some bosoms, an unwillingness to confess the rank in- . 
justice which has been inflicted upon those who happened to advo- 
cate acquiescence a littleearlier than altogether suited the particu- 
lar plans and purposes of others; yet is it true, notwithstanding, 
that all open opposition to the Compromise measures, once so ‘hated’ 
and despised, has been at last given up. All our public men pro- 
fess to and upon Acquiescence Ground—and in the general elec- 
tion which took place among us a month or two since, strange as it 
may appear, every candidate for office is known to have pledged 
himself: to stand by and to maintain the measures once judged so 
monstrously unjust, so palpably unconstitutional, and even so auda- 
ciously corrupt—and to resist with all the power and influence at 
his command, all attempts, however and wherever originating, to 
. repeal, to modify, or obstruct, the operation of any and all the acts 
embraced in the plan of adjustment. "There is nothing like this up- 
on the page of history besides ` and I could not be easily persuaded 
that an instance had ever occurred before, so strikingly illustrative 
of the irresistible potency of Truth, and the intrinsic feebleness of 
Error, and of Error’s champions. 

When that far-seeing and lofty-minded statesman, Henry Clay, 
as early asthe autumn of 1850, boldly predicted the ultimate popu- 
larity of the Compromise enactments ; the self-consequential and 
superficial dogmatists of the hour were not even able to restrain 
their risibility within decent bounds ; and it is known that some of 
these personages applied in high places to the sage vaticinations of 
a serene and penetrating wisdom which they could neither compre- 
hend nor appreciate, the language of peevish ridicule and of low- 
bred facetiousness. But even the prophetic words of the august 
Father of the Compromise have been already moré than fulfilled ; 
and it would really almost seem that little remains now to be-done, 
but to. carry into execution a few favorite schemes of political mar- 
tyraom, in order to secure without: further delay the advancement 
of those who solately strove with a wicked assiduity to embroil the 
country in all the horrors of war and anarchical lawlessness, to the 
most dignified posts of ciyic power known to our republican institu- . 
tions. Whilst this. curious consummation is going on, let me say . 
to that noble body of gallant and high-minded patriots who have- . 
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in times past struggled so fearlessly and so perseveringly for the 


maintenance of law and order, and for the overthrow of faction; . 


that, though there are some things of which we are hourly hearing, 
and others which we are constantly witnessing, which cannot be 
altogether agreeable to us; yet, in consideration of all that is past, 
and of all that is so certain to come, it behooves us still to be of good 
cheer; full of hope; impervious to despair ; confident of the final 
and early realization of all that we have ‘desired for our country, 
and for our principles ; all for which we have so painfully toiled ; all 
have so fervently offered up our prayers to a henignant and liberty- 
protecting Deity. Let others enjoy, for the present, the dignity and 
emoluments of station, and bask in the sunshine of Executive favor, 
under a Government which they have plotted to destroy, and in a 
land which, but that their unholy designs were arrested in mid-ca- 
reer, would inevitably have been overspréad with scenes of wild 
confusion and uproar, and been deluged with the blood of Ameri- 
can freemen, ignobly shed in internecine strife. Be it ours to re- 
joice in the proud and ennobling consciousness that we have been 
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faithful, when others have been faithless ; that we have steadily ` 


and fearlessly maintained and defended the revered principles of 


our Fathers, when those principles have been alike in danger from . 


open enemies and from the insidious kindness of professed friends ; 
that we have labored in the good cause of the Constitution and. the 


Union, under difficulties and dangers which could scarcely have 
been surpassed, and under peculiar and astounding discouragements 


of late, which no human being could, twelve months ago, have an- ` 


ticipated, but which discouragements, galling and agonizing as we `` 


cannot but feel them to be, we have made up our minds, as lovers 
of our country, and respecters of our own dignity, for the short pe- 
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riod of humiliation and of suffering which may yet be before us, . 


with something of a proud patience and a stern humility, uncom- 
plainingly to endure. 

I should feel, gentlemen, that I had indeed performed but imper- 
fectly the task which I have prescribed to myself on the present 
occasion, did Å fail altogether to discuss another topic of equal delt, 
cacy and importance which is now, and most justly and naturally, 
attracting, in a very extraordinary manner, the attention of all en- 
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lightened and patriotic citizens. I have asserted, and with perfect ` 


sincerity, that the Compromise measures are now generally ac- 
quiesced in throughout our own State, and have more than intimat- 
ed that they have even attained to great popularity among us of late, 


as well as in other Southern States of the Confederacy. This is, ` 


undoubtedly, true ; and by reason thereof, the population of the 


South may be justly regarded as more united both in spirit and ` 
principle at this moment, upon a subject which has been eminently ` 


prolific of dissention and discord in times past, than has ever been 


the case at auy former period. The reason of this is most obvi- ' 


ous. The South has never demanded anything but the unrestricted’ 
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enjoyment of her rights, as solemnly guaranteed by the ‘organic 
. Jaw of the Union. At no period of her history has she sought to - 
. encroach upon the rights of the Northern section of the Confedera- 
l cy. nor. has she any interest.in so doing. Experience, that sagest 
of monitors, has demonstrated that, under the Compromise; with 
proper vigilance on the part of other statesmen, these constitutional 
rights will be always amply secure... We now know that we have ` 
at last the means supplied to us of enforcing promptly and efficient- 
ly that provision of the Federal Constitution which rélates to the 
rendition of fugitives from service. We know also, that. the ten 
millions agreed to be paid to Texas for a portion of her territory, so 
far from doing us detriment, has only had the effect of giviiig the 
South, a little earlier and more certainly, the four additional slave 
States, provided for inthe Texan compact of annexation. We un- 
derstand well now the value of that vital principle of non-interven- ` 
tion, so providently incorporated in the Territorial government bills; 
and we intend to stand by it, in all time to come, as the very sheet- 
anchor of our safety. We feel most. sensibly and clearly now, that. 
the admission of California, though somewhat informal in the man. 
ner of doing it, so far from being injurious to the South, has been 
greatly beneficial in many respects, and especiallyin giving-us ad- 
ditional votes in both houses of Congress, against Abolition and 
Free Soil. And lastly, we know that the District of Columbia bill 
itself, at one time so grievously misunderstood and misrepresented, 
so far from degrading and weakening our domestic institutions, has 
positively lent additional strength and dignity tothem. Feeling and 
. knowing all these things, it is not in the least degree -wonderful that 

. the people of the South'are altogether satisfied with the Compro- 
mise, and resolved to adhere to it, firmly and faithfully, in despite 
of all the meddlings of designing Demagogues and Factionists. 

But allow me to say, that it would be a most. fatal mistake to 
suppose that the Compromise measures, wise and salutary as- they 
have proved to' be, are endowéd with any peculiar and mystical 
power of self-execution. In order to make them really «fficient 
.for good, it isnecessary that the«friends of these enactments and of 
the public repose should be ever upon their guard, and ready to de- 
. feat all schemes whatever, (hat our subtle and unscrupulous adver- 
saries may set on foot for their overthrow. Let me suggest farther, 
that it would be a most pernicious-delusion to suppose that all oppo- 
sition to the Compromise bas ceased in the free States of the. Con- 

federacy. If the period shall ever arrive in the history: of the Re- | 
_ public, when hostility to slavery shall become altogether extinct in 
the North, or when agitation in opposition to it will be entirely dis- 
continued, it is certain that that period has not yet been reached; 
_ and in my judgment, there are no more dangerous men in the Re. 
. public than those who presume, in the. face of most glaring facts to 
the contrary, to assert that agitation against our domestic institu. 
tions is at an end in the North, and who dare with unblushing ef- 
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frontery todenounce all attempts to keep the Southern mind in a 
state of quiet and sober watchfulness touching the movements of 
our covert and most unsleeping foes, as improper and unjustifiable 
efforts to renew agitation on the subject of slavery. There is no 
agitation (which is at all censurable, or which can be even with 
propriety called agitation at all,) except that which may be earried 
on against the public repose—that is to say, against the Compro- 
mise—or, to change the phraseology once more, against the con- 
stitutional rights of the South. No one was ever accused before 
of agitating for the support of law and order; and those who take 
a different view of the matter, had they lived in the days of the 
Saviour, would doubtless have accused him also of agitating, be- 
cause he was so uncompromising in his language of opposition to all 
violations of the sacred and immutable Laws of Heaven! ! 

I repeat, that opposition to the Compromise in the North has 
not yet ceased; nor is it by any means certain that of late the 
number of its enemies has not considerably increased. The high- 
er law Factionists still proclaim, in the most ostentatious manner, 
their determination to struggle for the repeal of the Fugitive slave : 
,law, and have formally announced the repeal of this law as the 
prominent issue in the Presidential contest of 1856. The friends 
of the Wilmot proviso are yet zealously, but somewhat stealthily, 
doing all in their power to recuperate their exhausted energies, and 
are evidently preparing with singular diligence and dexterity to 
have their favorite restrictive principle incorporated in the Nebras- 
ka territorial bill at the present session of Congress. Those dan- 
gerous and designing men who in 1848 waged such fierce and un- 
principled warfare upon the institutions of the South, as supporters 
of the Buffalo Platform, are, with but few exceptions, just as hos- 
tile, and as determined in their hostility too, to us and 
to our local interests, (whatever may be mest falsely and 
treacherously asserted to the contrary) as they ever were ; and they 
are doubly dangerous now, by reason of their hypocritical profes- 
sions of amity. The Dickinsons, the Bronsons, the O’Connors, 
and their noble comrades in arms, are still gallantly fighting in our 
defence and for the maintenance of the peace of the country, in op- 
position to the deadly enemies of both; but how long these fear- 
less champions of principle will be able to maintain their-ground 
with the whole power of official patronage, and a most accursed 
cabinet influence brought to bear upon them in the contest, is a 
painful and a fearful problem that the future alone can solve. Cer- 
tainly, if the South be true to herself at this dread crisis, her friends 
will be SEA and Free-soil and Abolition, (cherished into a 
new potentiality for mischief upon “the spoils of office,” and in- 
vested with new dignity and influence by the open and most as- 
tounding countenance and support of Southern gentlemen occupy- 
ing high political place) will be seen ere long to sink once more 
into that contempt to which they were so signally consigned by the 
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peace measures of Lëp0. If, on the other hand, the people `of the 
South, in their present happily united condition, shall be guilty of 


the almost unimaginable crime of abandoning the only friends aud 


defenders of whom they could ever boast in the North, and bf al. 
lowing these high-spirited and incorruptible men and the sacred 
principles for which they are so valiantly contending, to be disgraced - 
and put down, no reasonable man can at all doubt that we shall 


' richly deserve the fate which our own baseness will have brought 


upon us. Never did President Pierce speak more truly or more 
wisely than he did in his celebrated Lally letter in 1850, when he 
said: “If we, of the North, who have stood up for the constitution- 
al rights of the South are to be sacrificed to any time-serving ` 
policy, then the hopes of the Union and the Democracy must sink 
together." To co-operate with the President of the United States, 
in all just and constitutional efforts to guard against the fatal ca- 
tastrophe.so strikingly depicted by him in the memorable words 
just cited, shouid be the ambition of every Southern Patriot, to 
whatever political party he may belong ; and I assure you gentle- 
men most solemnly, that wherever my lost may, be cast, I shall 
stand at all times ready to lend my aid in opposition to any de- 
grading “time serving policy," which may be devised, for the 
overthrow of *the constitutional rights of the South," and for the 
ruin of those upon whose indomitable energies rest *the hopes of 
the Union and the true Democracy" of the Nation. In declaring 
these views I only use language which 1 employed several years 
since, and on more than one occasion, as a Senatorial representa-, 
tive of the State of Mississippi in the National Legislature. I 
never yet was able to understand that new-fangled political morali- 
ty which seems incapable of drawing a distinction between vice 
and virtue ` between the upholders of the Constitution and its sa- 
cred guarantees, and the lawless opponents thereof—and which, 
in the bestowal of official rewards, is wholly powerless to discrimi- 
nate between the most reckless and unprincipled disorganizers, 
and the most meritorious defenders of the peace and order of the 
Republic. If those are to be given power and femolument whose 
chief distinction has arisen from their having perpetrated acts 
which prove them to be dangerous citizens; if such miscreants, 
are to be brought up by scores, in order to hold them for a short: 
period of official incumbency in a new and anomalous state of 
“masterly inactivity,” at the expense of principle, by the sacrifice. 
of everything like National honor, and to the discouragement of a 
high-toned patriotism struggling for the welfare and happiness of 
the Republic against strong local prejudice and the exhaustless 
energies of a blind and unreasoning Fanaticism ; if all this if to 
£o on in our sight, and we are to be allowed to take no steps to ar, 
rest this enormous and most appalling evil; in vain may we hope.. 
much lónger to preserve the free and wise institutions under which 
we live, or to ward off the dangers which have so long and so 
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. ^ fearfully menaced the safety and quiet of the South. Let those, 
. „who are entrusted with the guardianship of the public honor, and 
_the future security of the State of Mississippi, look to this matter 
in time, and provide against disaster whilst yet it is possible to do so.

ditional taxes ‘on the former subjects of taxation, as may, in his 
opinion, be best suitéd to supply the deficiency.” 

In “the performance of this duty, I'would suggest that slaves, . 
first, ahd fnerchiandize next; can best bear the burdens‘of additional. 
taxation. I respectfully recommend, therefore, (inasmuch as I am’ 
requiréd to miake some recommendatign,) that the deficit in the reve-.- 
nue be made up from those sources, . In regard to. slaves, I recom- 
merid a total change in the modé of taxing. them.. Under the pres-. 
ent law, every slaye pays the same tax, without reference to age, sex 
or intrinsic value—whether it be greater.or less. A slave just 
born, or one that is. old and decrepid, or a common field hand, 
worth af most fifteen hundred dollars, pays just as high a tax.as one 
that ig of full age, or onë that is young and able. bodied, er one 
that is a good mechanic and is worth from two to "four-thousand dol. 
lars. I can see no justice or fairness in.such a system. It has 
all the objections that are br ought against a specific tariff, instead 
of an ad valorem one. I recommend, therefore, that the tax on 

slavés be ad valorem—aceording to the, value—and not per cap- 
wta—as at present. As to the proper rate of taxation, I suggest for 
your consideration, one-twentieth of 1 per cent. The tax on slaves 
was: regulated, in-1844, at sixty cénts on each one under sixty 
years of age—thé act of 1850 having reduced the rate one-half. 
This was, perhaps, equivalent to an í ad calorem tax of one- twentieth 


z 
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of 1 per cent.—taking $600 as the average price ‘of slaves at 
that time. " But since that time, this class of property (as well as . 
every other,) has risen greatly in price—and it is probable that the 
rate above indicated would very nearly bring. up the revenue to’ the 
proper standard. Slaves have ‘risen since 1844, say one-third— . 
making the present average price $800. Perhaps these figures 
are too high, but taking them as our data, and supposing the num- 
Se of slaves ‘to have increased from 288,707 in 1851, (see assess- 

t roll of that year,) to 300,000 now—I have not been able to 
Am us the exact number—this would make the value of slave 
property, counting those over sixty and giving them a value equal 
to one-twenty-fourth of the whole—$250,600, 000. One-twen- 
tieth- of this would yield a revenue of $125,000. The ainount 
thus realized would be nearly fifty thousand dollars more than that 
of last year from the same soutce—which would, of itself, nearly, if 
not quite, supply the deficiency. ^And this additional revenue 
would be raised from the most valuable property in thé community, 
and, of course, from that pr operty best able to afford it. "The bur- 
den would fall where it ought to fall—on the wealthier classes, who - 
are best able to bear the weight: of taxation—finally, the rule of 
Tight and jusiice would be adhered to, of causing property to pay 
according to its value. 

Ihavéthought that it might be agreeable to the Legislature to 
know the exact state of the Treasury i in regard to the Trust Funds, 
what is due to each, and whether there is on hand an amount of 
cash sufficient to satisfy them—in a word, to khow the available 
means in the Treasury. I have, ther efore, examined, the Ledger, 
and find that on the first day of this month, the following Funds 
were entitled to credit balances as follows, to-wit:

GENTLEMEN: In discharging a duty imposed upon me by the 
fortieth section of the Laws relating to this Institution, I ani grati- 
fied in.being able to state, that it has never before been in such a 
prosper ous condition. Notwithstanding the alarming state of things 
growing out of the éxistence of the pestilence among the convicts 
during the last fall, it affords me pleasure to say that the general 
health of the Penitentiaty was never better than at the present.

For a comprehensive view of the monthly receipts and disburse- 
ments, I respectfully refer to the document marked A, which accom- 
panies this report. By this, it will be perceived, that the money in 
my hands, amounts to .sscrcccescsscvcsceseree $27,824 01 


The Document marked B, will show the Steck, and all other 
property of the State, on hand, and that marked .C, the number of 
convicts in the Institution, and the different branches of business iü 
which they are employed. The réport required by-the forty-fourth 
section of the Laws in force regulating my duties, has been depo- 
sited in the office of the Secretary of State. 

It will be perceived that much the larger number of convicts 
have been employed in and about the cotton factory, and a still larger 
number will be required since the purchase of the new machinery. 

The Document marked D, will show the items embraced in the 
account referred to in the foregoing, for clothing, repairs, &c. 

During the past year, it became apparent that the wood land 
purchased on Pearl river, would not, during the winter and spring, 
be accessible on account of high water, and a very favorable pur- 
chase of forty acres of land west of the city, was made from the 
Hon. Powhatan Ellis, for the sum of six hundred dóllare. I have 
secured near a thousand cords of wood from this tract already, and 
expect near three hundred more. : After the whole .is cut, the land 
will be disposed of at public auction, for cash. Since the purchase 
of this land, real estate has advanced; and I hope to be able to re- 
alize the purchase-money from the sale. This, as well as the other, 
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thas been tally paid for out. of the funds of the Institution, in my 
nds. l ) 
a nder the-act of October 21, 1852, ahd your -own direction, as 
soon as it became apparent that the funds could be spared, I visited 
the State of New-Jersey, aüid' purchased and paid for the looms 
and cther machinery required-by that act; and I am hapyy to in- 
form you that the whole is now in Successful operation. -Much 
eredit is due to the very worthy-operator, Mr. Samuel Pool, for put. 


ting this machinery in operation. Considerable delay: occurred ^: 


in-getting it made, owing to the large number of orders for machi- 
nery which were on hand at Paterson. The entire cost of the 
looms, &c., inéluding transportation, insurance, &c., exceeded the - 
appropriation about one hundred dollars ; but other -articles indis. 
pensable for repairing the old machinery, were also purchased; and 
are iucluded in the bills. I am now prepared to manufacture yard- 
wide cotton and woollen goods, and confidently expect, during the ` 
ensuing year, to make a clear profit of twenty thousand dollars for 
the State, by the operations of the: Institution—there being one- 
third more of looms now in motion, and by the same power, than 
ever before since the Penitentiary was established. 

^. Very soon after. my election to this office, and as soon as my at- 
tention—-apart from other important dnties connected with the dis- 
cipline and government of this important branch of the "public 
service, was given to the purchase of supplies and the sale of the 
manufactures—it was easily discovered Dom my knowledge of the 
financial condition ‘of the State, that the Institution had to rely upon 
its own resources, The Treasury of'the State was nearly empty, 
and, desirous of rélieving it from continued: appropriations for its 
support, under your direction, I visited Memphis, Louisville and 
other cities, and opened a correspondence with Yazoo City, Natchez, 
New Orleans, and othef plates,-with a view of making such ar- 
rahgements under the provisions of the act of 1852, as would lead 
to the permanent establishment of agencies provided by that law, 
thereby securing an ‘opportunity of presenting the mannfactures to 
the trade. Our goods: now stand in successtul competition with 
those made: at any of the factories in the Western or Southern 
States.” At New Orleans, I have found sale for nearly-all the cot- 
ton-yarns manufactáred, designed for the trade of the Interior of 
Louisiana, and have had many new dealers from the interior of 
our own State—ali of whom speak in just:terms of commendation 
of our goods. , , 

‘There still exists: considerable -complaints by the consumers of 
our goods, in relation to the schedule of prices established at the 
Tnstitution: I have found-it indispensable, however, to effect sales, 
that-a difference should be made between wholesale and retail ; 
Tor, without it, no inducement exists for the mercliant to purchase 
largely, as he will have to be out of the use of his capital, and 
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must have some profit. In adhering strictly to these rules, it has 
enabled me to sell almost as fast as articles could be manufac. . 
tured, and dispensing with the sales at public auction, required by 
the act of 1850, which has always resulted in heavy losses to-the 
State.. In all my transactions with the people, I have not only 
had in view the interests of the State, but a sincere desire to do 
justice to both of the contracting parties. 

The law does not authorize me-to purchase and sell anything 
brought here for sale by the planter, but as a convenient mode of 
payment for our goods, I have frequently received in exchange, 
wool; and it affords a convenient mode of remittance to the wes. 
terh cities, in payment for provisions.and general supplies, that the 
law requires me to purchase for the Institutien—all of which- has 
been done with a strict compliance of duty,.of inferior but of whole. 
some kind. l d TP 

I have. given to the laws. in force relating to the Penitentiary a 
great deal of reflection, and I hope I will not be considered indeli. 
cate in making a few suggestions for your consideration and through 
you to the Governor, in order that it may receive some attention 
atthe hands ofthe Legislature. For twenty-three, years.past, I 
have been engaged in the settlement and adjustment of private and 
public accounts, a large portion of the. time in the public service at 
Washington and in our State. I feel -confident if my suggestions 
be adopted, it would prove beneficial to the public service, 

I would recommend that it may be made the duty of he Clerk of. 

he Penitentiary to be constantly at the Institution, and. that an act 

be passed prohibiting the sale by the Superintendent, or other em- 
ployees about the Penitentiary, of any article whatever; but that 
the same shall be delivered by the Superintendnnt to the Clerk or 
Store-keeper, who shall give his receipt therefor, which receipt 
shall be filed by the Superintendent with the Secretary of the Board 
of Inspectors, and charged in the présence of the Superintendent 
to said Clerk or Store-keeper at an established rate, and that said 
articles so manufactured and delivered, shall be sold at said price 
and no more. The said Secretary shail, at all times, exhibit to the 
Superintendent the books and vouchers when required. f would 
recommend that the Clerk or Store-keeper he required to settle 
with the Board of Inspectors monthly, or oftener, when required, 
and that the Superintendent at such settlements be allowed a seat 
at said Board. This system has been adopted in some of the old 
States of the Union and found to be a complete check upon the 
accounting officer, whereas, under the present system, there is none 
whatever. It ought to be made the duty ef the Superintendent, 
to purchase all needful supplies, and after his accounts for all.such 
purchases are examined by the Board, a requisitipn might be issued 
upon.the Clerk for the payment of the same—said requisition to be 
a sufficient voucher for the Clerk on his settlement with the Board. 
I have had considerable difficulty in the safe-keeping of prisoners 
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whilst engaged at work outside of thè walls of the Penitentiary. .. 
When I entered upon the discharge of my duties, I found that it had 
" been customary to send them to work under guards in the neighbor- `" 
hood. Several have made their escape, and although much vigi- 
lance has been used in endeavoring to arrest them, I regret to say 
that four have effected their escape. One of them named W. W. 
Beck, from the county of. Marshall, had with him, when committed, 
eight hundred and seventy-five dollars in money, which was imme- 
diately placed at interest, agreeably to the sixtieth section of the 
laws.relating to the Institution. I hope that I may be relieved 
from any responsibility on this head, by some provision being made 
by the Legislature, for the disposition of the money. 

. The law requires that each convict shall. be cecupied-at such em- 
ployment most benefieial to the interests of the State and the best 
suited to their various capacities. I. have endeavored -faithfully to 
do.this, and have directed such employment as would not conflict 
with the mechanical industry of. the country. 

iÍ found great difficulty for-several weeks during. the.month of 
October, in securing a sufficiency of water for the engine. Find. 
ing that it was attended with great-expense, and.that it might hazard 
the lives of thé unfortunate inmates of the Institution .in sending 
them out, operations were suspended for-a few days. No loss oc- 
curred however, asthe temporary suspension enabled me te make ma- 
ny repairs about the Institution indispensable to its preservation. 
The conductors leading from the main prison and front. buildings 
were taken up and found o be much decayed. The pond from 
which nearly all the water comes, was thoroughly cleansed and the 
old smiths shop partly taken down, leaving ample room for present 
purposes. TE TP i 

I respectfully. call attention to the rapidly decaying condition of 
the front building, and to the enclosure around the public grounds, 
and whilst there are ample means belonging to the Institution the 
present seems to be the most favorable opportunity of improving 
them. The building designed for a Hospital, has not yet been 
erected. Arrangements are, however, in progress for its erection 
and I am in hopes that it will be built during the early part of the 
Spring. | 

The accompanying document marked a. already referred to, will 
show that at all times during the bet twelve months, large balances 
of public funds have remained in my hands. The deposites at the 
banking houses in this city, have always shown that I have had more 
cash on hand than would liquidate my indebtedness to the State. 
The money was not paid into the "Treasury, for the- reason, that 
When paid in, it ceuld not be drawn out, and the officers and guards 
of the Institution. could not have drawn their salaries ; nor could - 
. materials and supplies for the Institution have been purchased. . It 
would be difficult to retain the services of officers and purchase cot- 
ton, &c. for Auditor's warrants, already at a discount in our streets. 
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The report of the Physician and: Sürgeon of the Bistitution will 
accompany this. 

For.the valuable services rendered by this oficer during his con». 
nexion with the Institution, and especially during the existence of 
the yellow fever in September and October last, lie justly deserves 
the thanks of the State. His prompt action in recommending the 
removal of those who were attacked with the disease fo anóther 
portion of the building, checked its progress and the lives of many 
of these unfortunate men thus spared. : 

For the moral and religious condition of the prisoners, I beg 
leave, respectfully, to refer to the accompanying report of our 
worthy Chaplain, the Rev. A. Pomróy. ` - 

E cannot close this report, without bearing willing testimony to“ 
the fidelity with which every officer connected with the Institution 
have discharged their responsible duties. ' 

During the gloomy months of October, and the early part of No: 
vember, I felt sensibly, the valuable services of the Sergeant of the- 
a Mr. Henry C. Covington, who spent many nights in watehing 

by the sidè of tne sick. 

The services of Mr. Henry B. Evans, the accomplished engi- 
neer and skillful machinist are valuable, and I think the Institution 
would suffer a great deal if we were to lose his services. His sala: 
ry is entirely too small, and I think the salaries of the guard? also 
too small. I hope that it may be recommerided to the Legislature 
to increase their compensation to at least forty dolla.s per month. 

I beg leave, in conclusion, to offer my thanks for the uninterrupted 
friendly feelings manifested towards me, and for the Gees al: 
ways afforded me by your Board. 7

REPORT OF PENITENTIARY INSPECTORS. 


D n E: 
To His Excellency, the Governor s 
. of the State of Mississippi : 

Sir: With this, their annual report, the Inspectors of thé Péni- 
tentiary, present the Reports of the Superintendent, Physician, and 
Chaplain of the Penitentiary : 

The first showing the financial and opetativé: condition of this 
institution; the second its sanitory condition ; arid the third, the 
moral and religious instruction afforded. 
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As to the financial condition, it may be exhibited by a very brief 
comparison of its present condition, assets and resources, with those 
of the 30th of November, 1852. ; 

- At that time the stock of manufactured goods, materials, ma- 
chinery, and other property: was worth $58,273,97 ; they arè 
now worth $60,741,42, making the increase of stock since the 30th 
of November, 1852, the sum of $2,467,45. This difference con- 
sists almost entirely of a number of looms and other machinery , 
bought under the act of 1852, page 41, paid for out of the peniten- 
tiary funds, and, therefore, properly to be included as part of the 
products of the Penitentiary. 

| At that time the cash on hand was $10,377,11. It is now 
$27,824,01, making the increase of cash on hand since the 30th 
of November, 1852, $17,446,990. 

Against this last item is to. be placed the sum of $9,409,91, the 
salaries of the various officers of the Pénitentiary, which, by law, 
were authorized to be paid from the State treasury, but of which 
$6,477,99 have, under our directions been duly audited, Auditor’s 
- warrants issued, and the money paid on the warrants by the Super. 
intendant, he lifting the Auditor's warrants and so much cash. 

‘A summary of the profits of the institution during the year end. 
ing on the 30th of November, 1853, will therefore stand thus :

By the report of the 30th of November, 1852, the profiits for 
that part of the preceding year in which the Penitentiary was or- 
ganized with its present officers, was shown to be $1,973,30. 

These things demonstrate one important fact, to-wit: That the 
institution can be made to pay its own way and produce a revenue 
to the State. ‘That demonstration is the object of the foregoing 
comparison. 

lt will be observed that in estimating the profits 3d two years, 
we have included all charges against the State for keeping 
prisoners pending trials in the courts at Jackson, and many other - 
items of expenditure which have been paid for by the Penitentiary, 
but is disconnected from its regular operations. They will be 
found in the Superintendant’s report. The reason of the exclu. - 
sion is that these will occur in future as well as in the past, and 
therefore for the purposes of the demonstration need not be taken 
into the comparison. 

S-—b. 
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The report of the Superintendant fully exhibits the amount: of 
receipts and disbursements during the past year, taken from his 
monthly settlements made with the Board of Inspectors. -> 

In the operative department of the institution, there is no neces- 
sity for any important changes or innovations ; there will only be. 
required steady progress in the line of operations now established, 
with such incidental changes oniy as time and experience may de., 
monstrate to be necessary. We are, however, convinced that the 
plan of sending convicts to gather wood for the Penitentiary is in- 
udicious and ought to be abrogated by act of the Legislature. It 
is almost im possible to procure ; guards who will perform that duty. 
It is dangerous to both guard and convict, and sometimes involves 
he hazard of life to one or both of them. It tends to increase 
familiarity between the guards and convicts, and thus to produce 
insubordination. t is impossible constantly to guard against es: 
capes, and thus the guilty go unpunished. It is but little, if any 
cheaper r, than to hire slaves to cut and haul the wood. The prices 
paid for guards necessary for this duty approximates the price that 
would be paid for the amount of labor in that way now performed 
by the convicts—when the convicts time could be employed as pro- 
fitably within the walls of the Penitentiary, and under the guards 
already there. 

As to the financial and monied affairs of the institution, we think 
there is still room for improvement. The law of 1852, page 41, 
authorizing the establishment of agencies, was an important step 
towards that end, and it has been mainly under a system of agencies 
established in conformity to the purposes of that law, that we have 
succeeded in opening markets in which we can not only sell the 
present products of the Penitentiary, but in which we could sell 
much larger stocks. . 

These : agencies and a just discrimination made between whole- 
sale and retail sales, have enabled us to control the market in 
Jackson and other neighboring towns, and successfully to introduce 
our goods into Vicksburg, Memphis, New Orleans and St. Louis. 

The principal reforin now needed, is a more systematic arrange- 
ment of the. mercantile concerns of the institution. The main in- 
gredients wanted are, an effective merchant and a plan of guards 
and checks between him and the Superintendant, similar in its 
operation to that now existing between the Auditor and Treasurer 
of the State. It can be effected by a single change and without 
any material increase of expense. Abolish the office of Clerk, 
whose salary now is $1,000, and appoint a * merchant" with a 
small increase of salary. Let the Superintendant place all pro- 
ducts that are for sale in his hands and take his receipts to be 
placed before the Board of Directors at stated periods, and for 
settlement of the merchants accounts. The merchant to make 
all sales and transact all mercantile affairs connected with his de- 
partment. The Superintendant to buy materials, provisions, &c., | 
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and to check on the merchant. The merchant to keep a regular 
set of mercantile bocks. Such a system would not only be safer 
than the present mode, because of the reciprocal checks upon these 
two officers, but ia many other respects. Such an officer should 
not only be a good clerk, but a man of first rate business capacity 
as à merchant, and should be required to give a heavy bond. In 
drafting such a law this Board will render any assistance or infor- 
mation in their power. 

It will be seen by the Physicians Report that the convicts now 
are, and during the last year have been, remarkably healthy. It is 
especially gratifving to report that during the prevalence of the 
Jate epidemic, they, under the despensations of a merciful Provi. 
dence, suffered less in proportion to numbers than the resident popu- 
lation of this or any other town in which Yellow Fever became 
epidemic, although it is true that a number of cases occurred in the 
prison, but two of the whole number (about 115) died of the fever. 
The sick had every necessary attention from physicians and nurses. 
The Physician of the institution was unremitting in his services; 
` nor can we omit to notice with gratitude the very valuable and as- 
sidious services of Drs. Meux and Galding, of New Orleans, who, 
on the invitation of Dr. Cabaniss, rendered.very valuable assis- 
tance, for which they have asked no reward, and because we 
wanted the necessary authority have received no reward except the 
consciousness of having done deeds of mercy and humanity. 

The Chaplain’s Report exhibits fully the means for moral and 
religious improvement afforded to the convicts. It will be unne« 
cessary to recapitulate them. The results cannot be exhibited by 
any very striking manifestations, they are the growth of time and 
labor, gradually but slowly improving the heart and mind of the 
convict. Opportunity for improvement as well as punishment is 
an essential element in a properly organized Penitentiary system. 
We should regret to see the means of moral and mental improve- 
ment now afforded discontinued. On the contrary, we recom- 
mend a more thorough system of moral training, and in this con- 
nexion we refer to the suggestions contained in the report of the 
Chaplain. This moral and religious training constitutes an obli- 
gation on the State which with credit she cannot avoid and which 
she ought to perform thoroughly and effectually. 

In conclusion we beg leave to refer with pleasure to the univer- 
sal harmony which has prevailed between the officers and guards 
of the institution, capacity and industry, and its present flattering 
condition and prospects. Scarcely yet has the establishment been 
fully organized under its present system, many things are yet 
imperfect—enough, however, has been done to show its practica- 
bility and utility under that organization, future years will doubt- 
less more fully demonstrate its efficiency.

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PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 


l Jackson, Dec. 12, 1858. 
To the Board of Inspectors 
of the Mississippi Penitentiary: 

GENTLEMEN: Having, in March, 1852, been appointed Physi- 
cian tothe State Prison, I immediately entered upon the discharge 
of the duties assigned by law to that position, and fully sensible of 
the obligatiohs and responsibilities which I thus assumed. 

lam glad to have it in my power to report that for the last two 
years, the health of the convicts has been comparatively good. 
Taking into consideration tne character and previous habits, gener- 
ally, of the mmates of the prison, the number of deaths for this 
period has nót been large. 
^ Nearly all the deaths which have occurred since my connection 
with the institution, have been the result of chronic disease, super- 
induced by intemperance, and other vicious habits indulged in be- 
fore commitment. 

During the year 1852, therc were but three deaths—one from 
dropsy, one from consumption and the other fromf{a valvular or dis- 
ease of the heart. Two of these persons were far advanced in 
life. 

During the present year, five deaths have occurred—one from a 
gun-shot wound received in an attempt to escape, one from diabetes, 
one from inflammation of the brain, one from diarrhee, and two from 
yellow fever. 

In the early part of the summer, both of iast year and this, there 
were à good many cases of dysentery all of which, yielded to 
medical treatment. The prison has not been exempt from the or- 
dinary fevers of the climate, such as intermittent, continued and 
typhoid ; and I regret to have to state that it did not entirely escape 
the pestilence which lately swept off so many of our citizens. As 
strange as it may appear, the yellow fever did not show itself with- 
in the walls of the Penitentiary until it had half spent its force up- 
on our community. Had the disease made its appearance here as 
early as it did elsewhere in our city, the convicts would have suf- 
fered immensely, in-as-much as there is, as yet, no suitable hospi- 
tal arrangements for the sick. I am greatly indebted to Dr, Tuos. 
Mzvx, of N. Orleans, for efficient aid whilst the epidemic prevailed. 

Ideem it proper to express the opinionthat there is a great want 
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of improvement in this department ; and would urge the propriety 
of your body bringing this matter to the notice of the Legislature. 
The cells are entirely too small to allow a Physician to treat the 
cases in a manner to do justice, either to himself, or his patients. 
In closing this communication, I take pleasure, in justice to the 
excellent Superintendent, Mr. Swann, to bear testimony to his uni- 
formly humane treatment of those placed under him, and to his 
ability and fidelity in the discharge of his responsible duties.

CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 


Jackson, Dec. 12, 1853 
Lo the Board of Inspectors 


of the Mississippi Penitentiary: 


The following is respectfully submitted as my second annual 
Report as Chaplain to the Penitentiary: 

The duties connected therewith, have been discharged to the 
best of my ability, and according to the best mode which could 
be contrived to render them both useful and interesting to the pris- 
oners. There has been preaching in the Penitentiary every Sab- : 
bath, those only excepted, when on account of the extreme ill 
health of my family, which happened during the late epidemic, I 
was compelled to be absent from the city, and my inability to pro- 
cure a ministering brother to supply my place. Immediately, how- 
‘ever, on my return, and since the Ist of November last, the duties 
of the Sabbath have been resumed and continued in keeping with . 
the established ordér observed in this prison. 

It cannot be but gratifying to you and all kind-hearted persons, 
to.learn that a great deal of tender feeling is manifested upon the 
subject of religion by the unfortunate men therein incarcerated, 
and that they listen not only with respectful attention to the word 
preached, but are also very solicitous of having the principles of 
God's holy truth explained to them in their cells. It is nothing 
uncommon to see tears gush from their eyes, and hear the prayer 
escape their lips, *Lord be merciful to me." 

In connection with this subject, I would respectfully remark that 
the present place where the prisoners assemble for worship on the 
Sabbath, proves to be very inconvenient, not only on account of 
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the severe cold in the Winter scason, and the continual current of 
a chilly atmosphere passing through the length of the hall, and 
across it from cell to cell, but also because of the position which. 
boththe Chaplain and the prisoners have. to occupy, they sitting 
before, behind and above him, and he compelled to change his po- 
sition almost continually, so as to secure the attention of his hearers. 
I would therefore suggest for your kind and earnest considera- 
tion that a chapel be erected within the enclosure of the prison, 
sufficiently commodiour to accommodate one hundred and twenty- 
five prisoners, with the seats and pulpit so arranged, that both the 
Chaplain and his audience could face each other, the building be- 
ing warmed by a stove of proper dimensions. This, gentiemen, Í 
am confident would be always, in the Winter especially, a source of 
great gratification to all concerned, fraught with greater blessings 
than could row he foreseen. It would offer also the facility of 
forming a Bible class óf some fifty prisoners, who are anxious to 
study the bible, but who, as now situated, must be deprived of that 
privilege. Philanthropic ladies and gentlemen in Jackson could 
then be induced, and would cheerfully consent to act as teachers in 
such a class (as is customary in the prisons of several other States); 
and a Sabbath.school might be instituted, in which, not only to 
teach the word of God, but also to instruct the prisoners (many of 
whom not being able to read or write) in the rudiments of an Eng- 
lish education ; thus preparing them, both by moral and intellectu- 
al training, when they again go into the world, to retrieve the past, 
to rise to respectability, and to discharge the stern duties of men, 
of citizens and of christians with honor and fidelity. i 
Gentlemen, permit me once more to invite your benevolent at- 
tention to this subject. We ougkt to remember that a prison is 
not only a place of punishment, but of correction and improvement. 
While, on the one hand, we punish the criminal for violated laws, 
and tnus maintain their supremacy, so also, upon the other, should 
we endeavor to induce him to reflection and moral reformation, and 
thus secure the great end had in view. Mere punishment without 
cerrection, renders the criminal worse. A man whose vices or 
irregularities have brought his life or liberty into danger, should be 
viewed with an eye of compassion, and if we can reclaim him to 
virtue and to God, it is worth all the trouble and expense this may 
put us to. The sinner claims our pity, his sins, our detestation. 

, Gentlemen: We are entirely out of bibles in the Fenitentjary, 
as we‘have been for some time. These are constantly called for 
and we have none to give, The library also needs replenishing 
and renewing. The books, at present in use, with the exception ' 
of a few, are mostly worn out, and have been read and re-read, un- 
til they have lost the interest, they are otherwise calculated to cre- 
ate. I would here again suggest that a certain sum be appropri- 
ated for the purpose of purchasing bibles and such moral and his- 
torical books, as may be thought useful and interesting to the pris- 
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oners, together with some slates, pencils, pens and ink, as their de- 
sire of improvement may render necessary. 
^ In conclüsion, I must embrace this opportunity of publicly ex. 
pressing my gratitude to the indefatigable and excellent keeper of 
this prison, Col. F. L. Swann, for the very kind and obliging man- 
ner in which he has facilitated, to the ‘extent of-his power, any 
suggestion made by me for the moral good of the prisoners, and for ` 
the interest he has ever manifested in - every thing relating to the 
observance of the religious duties of the prison.

STATE Commissionrer’s OFFICE, 
Jackson, January 2, 1854. 


To H:s Excellency, Henry S. Foote, 
Governor of the State of Mississippi : 


As the term of office, for which I was appointed, draws near to 
its close, and as many of the present members of the Legislature 
may not have had an opportunity of examining my formér commu- 
nications in regard to my official duties, I deem it proper, at this 
time, to-respectfully submit the following report, embracing, briefly, 
the entire transactions of my office, since the date of my commis- 
sion. 

The office of State Commissioner was created for the purpose of 
collecting and saving as much as possible of thé various amounts 
due from individuals to the Sinking Fund, Seminary Fund, and 
Town Lot Fund. To effect this, the State Commissioner was in- 
vested with full power and control over these funds, for the collec- 
tion and payment into the 'Treasury of the several debts due them, 
and was eripowered, further, with the advice and approval of the 
Governor and Attorney-General, to make compromises with debtors, 
when it might be thought advisable, and for the best interests of 
these funds 

The wisdom of this action of a former Legislature has been 
manifested by the results. Previous to the creation of the ‘office, 
or rather offices, which, by the act of March 2d, 1846, were con- 
solidated into one, the condition of these funds was’ so complicated 
and unknown, that but little could be done to protect and secure 
them. Although, perhaps, the too sanguine expectations of some 
have not been realized in the amount collected or secured to be 
paid hereafter ; yet, enough lias been accomplished to demonstrate 
the propriety of its creation, and justify, under existing circum- 
stances, its continuanee. A large amount of the Sinking and 

S—86, 
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Seminary Funds has been saved, which otherwise would have been 
a total loss. The several reports of my predecessors will speak for 
themselves. Up.to this date, I have collected the sum of $31,659 
29, and secured to be paid, a large amount of which is now due, 
the sum of $32,931 91, making [^ all the sum of $64,591 20, 
besides a section of land, lying in the county of Bolivar, deeded by 
the Hon. Wm. Yerzer, on compromise, with-the estate of R. A. 
Patrick. i 
With regard more particularly to 


THE SINKING FUND: 


The amount, nominaliy due this fund, up to the 1st of January, 
1850, was estimated by my predecessor, at the sum of $705,845 
26, the most of which was by Afin truly represented as desperate. 
Many of the original debtors are dead, and others scattered about 
over the States of Texas, Louisiana, Arkansas, Tennessee, &c. 
Judgments have been obtained, at various times, against some or 
ali of the parties, but during the pecuniary embarrassments—from 
1838 to 1842—aided by Delay and Relief and Woman's Rights 
Laws, much of the property, which was liable to satisfy them, has 
been so securely kept out of the w ay, that even the long arm of the 
law has never been able to reach it. Suits are stil! pending in the 
Inferior and Superior courts of this State, and one has been taken 
up to the Supreme Court of Tennessee. It is impossible to form 
any opinion as to the amount of this fund, which may be yet saved. 

The Most that can be done is in the way of compromises. The 
Supreme Court of this State has decided that the statute of limita- 
tion does not apply to the State, and it remains to be tested whether 
the courts of the adjoining States will reaffirm the opinion. In 
view of this, to get rid of these old judgments, hanging over them, 
parties interested have been and are still pne forward, offering 
to compromise upon reasonable terms. By the advice and approval 
of the several Governors and the Attorney-General, Í have, during 
my official term, effected the following compromises on debts due

The first three compromises have been fully carried out and 
perfected. The amounts specified, as secured by the three last,- 
are partly due and unpaid. and partly not yet due but all are secur- 
ed by the notes of reliable solvent parties. 
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There is due from the Hon. Robert J. Walker, under a 
compromise made with my predecessor, the sum of about 11,000 
dollars, including interest.- I have waited very patiently, as I 
could do no better, for this gentleman, distinguished alike for his 
literary and financial ability, to carry out an agreement which I 
believe is both for his own interest and that of the Fund. From 
some late indications, I indulge the hope that something will soon 
be done. There are several propositions for compromises now 
before me, for my consideration, which at the earliest opportunity 
I shali lay before the Governor and Attorney General. - 

By compromises made by my predecessors, a quantity of land. 
lying in different counties, has been taken, which by the approval 
of the Governor and Attorney General, I am authorized to sell. 
Of those lands, with their approval, I have sold the following, viz :

This account does not include the lands lying in several of the 
northern counties, levied on, sold and bought in by the fund as the 
property of Walker & Bernard, which are awaiting the fulfilment 
of the compromise with the Hon. Robt J. Walker. Upon his 
payment of the amount agreed to in the compromise, the State is 
bound to re-convey to his assignee whatever title she may have 
acquired by the sheriff's sales. 

These lands are now beginning to attract public attention, and 
I believe they may soon be sold at fair prices. It is proper to say, 
that some of them are claimed by other persons. 
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I would here call the attention of the Legislature, as E have 
heretofore done, to the fact that these lands are considered by the 
assessors as liable to taxation, and some of them may'have been 
forfeited for taxes, as I have paid no taxes on them, having no 
specie belonging to the fund at the time when said taxes were 
due. The folly of the State taxing its own lands, taking money 
from one pocket to put into the other, thereby incuring additional 
expense for nothing, is manifest. I do not believe these forfeitures, 
if any have occured, are legal, but I trust the Legislature will 
hereafter provide against any such contingency. 

I have collected of the Sinking Fund, the sum ‘of $22,634 34, 
and have secured to be paid, a part of which is now due, the sum 
of $21,631 91, in all, the sum of $44,266 25, besides the section 


of land before referred to. 


THE SEMINARY FUND. 


Under the act, approved March 7th, 1850, I was authorized to 
sel ali lands belonging to this fund, which had not been previous- 
ly disposed of. In pursuance of this act, I have disposed of the 
following lands, upon the best terms which could be had at the 
date ‘of sale: section 32, township 9,,range 4 west to R. M. John. 
son, Jr., for the sum of $6,400; east half of section 21, township 
8, range 4 west, to Maybin & Russell, for the sum of $3,200. 
Lots numbers 8, 4, 5, 6, and 7, of section 17, township 6, range 4 
west, to O. C. Brooks, for the sum of $3,000. One-fourth of 
. these .amounts, respectively, was paid in hand, the balance was to 
be paid in one, two and three years. All the payments fall due 
this ist of January, 1854, and will be paid in a few days, as I 
have good reason to believe. 

There is due the Seminary Fund, by compromise, the sum of 
‘$6,400, from D. S. Pattison, of Claiborne county, in instalments, 
the last of which falls due on the 8th of June, 1854. This amount 
is secured by mortgage on lands and slaves, and if the money is 
not paid by the time the last instalment is due, I shall proceed to 
foreclose the mortgage. I trust the whole amount will be paid 
without legal proceedings. 

There are yet two tracts of Seminary Land to be sold, for both’ 
of which I have had offers. One is a half section of land, near 
Baldwin's Ferry, in the county of Hinds, which seems never to have 
been valued at the time when the other Seminary Lands were 
valued by Commissioners, as the law then directed. I have offer- 
ed this for sale at the valuation which three disinterested men may 
place upon it, and I think that I shall soon be enable to dispose 
‘of it at its real worth. 
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There is another tract of valuable land, tying in the county of 
Madison, for which I have been offered the sum of $6,000; but 
as yet, it has been encumbered with a suit in chancery, which I 
believe will soon be at an end, if a chancery suit ever can be, 
and I shall be enabled to effect a sale for a greater amount. 

Ever since I have been in office, the sum of $6,720 0€, belong- 
ing to the Seminary Fund, has been enjoined by Major Work, 
and is now in the hands of a receiver, awaiting the d cision of 
the court. I have been endeavoring to press the matter as much 
as possible, but have. net yet been able to obtain a decision, so as 
to release and obtain the money. 

There is a judgment in favor of the Seminary Fund, against 
the estate of Smith, deceased, of $3,000, exclusive of inter- 
est, which is still pending in the Courts, and which must be ulti-- 
mately collected. Ihave collected of the Seminary Fund, during 
my continuance in office, the sum of $9,024 95, and secured. to 
be paid, the sum of $31,300. Of this latter amount, about half 
will be paid in a few days, as I have reason to believe. 


TOWN LOT FUND. 


I have received nothing from this Fund, for the following rea- 
sons: — 

The same Legislature which created the office of State Com- 
missioner, a few days after the passage of the act, for some reason, 
to me unknown, authorized the Auditor of Public Accounts and 
the Treasurer of the State to contract with the late Attorney 
Genera: John D. Freeman, Esg., for the bringing of all suits, 
necessary for the collection of this fund, and, in pursuance thereof, 
the then Auditor, James E. Matthews, Esq.. and then Treasurer,. 
Wm. Clark, Esq., entered into an agreement, in writing, with 
Gen. Freeman, to commence and prosecute said suits. Under 
that agreement, Gen. Freeman has proceeded to act up to this 
date. He has paid no money into my hands, but at my request, 
as I have considered it my duty to look into this matter, he has 
furnished me with a report of his transactions with this Fund, as 
well as some other matters in whtch the State is interested, but 
over which I have no control. It would appear, that the reason 
why he ehas not paid over the amount of the Town Lot Fund, 
which has come into his hands, is on account of alledged fees and 
services rendered, which remain unsettled. As nearly all these 
transactions were previous to my entering on the duties of my 
_ office, and as I do not fee! authorized to settle and allow his ac« 
count, particularly as many items thereof are in regard to matters 
over which I have no control, I have thought proper to append in 
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full, his report to my own, marked “C,” that it may be laid be- 
fore the Legislature for their action. 

There is in my possession, received from my predecessor, about 
$5,000, in Union Bank notes, which the Court compelled him to 
receive, but which there is no _ authority for paying into the 
Treasury. 

The following tables, iuret “A” and “B,” will show the 
whole amount of the actual receipts, expenditures, and payments 
into the ‘Treasury, on account of the Sinking and Seminary Funds.

Sir: I have been heretofore employed by your predecessors in 
office, and by former Auditors, Treasurers and Governors, and also 
by the present Attorney General, as counsel for the State iu a num- 
ber of cases, some of which, have been completed, and others are 
still undetermined. The steps I have taken, have been heretofore 
reported to the several officers by whom I was employed, but as 
new officers have been recently elected who are not familiar with

Nearly all the injunctions granted to stay the collecticn of the 
above assessments, have been based on a supposed power in the 
Boards of Police to relieve and release the assets of these banks 
from assessments made under the Revenue acts of 1841, 1844, 
1846 and 1848, upon their capital stock, or money loaned. 

This power has been exercised in various orders, which, al- 
though, prima facie, sufficient to stay collections, are yet believed 
to be made without authority of law. In the meantime, the Trus- 
tees are collecting and appropriating the assets, to the injury of 
the claims of the State. It is essential, to enable the State to col- 
lect, that proper proceedings | be instituted to annul these erroneous 
orders, and to res train the Trustees from removing the indebtedness 
to these institutions from a condition in which it may be made liable 
to the operation of the act of 1848, **'To enable the tax collectors 
more efficiently to collect the revenue of the State." 
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I have felt it my duty to advise your Excellency of the existenee 
of these impediments to the collection of so large a portion of the 
revenue means of the State, that you may take such action as may 
be needful to secure them.

Dear Sie: Your letter of March 30th, 1849, enclosing the let- 
ter of the Auditor of Public Accounts, exhibiting accounts in favor 
of the State of Mississippi against the several Banks and the Trus- 
tees thereof, for the sum of $184,306 47.100, and requesting me 
to take legal steps to collect the same, has been received and exam- 
ined. It appears that the assets of these banks have gone into the 
hands of trustees and receivers, for the benefit of their respective 
creditors. In several cases the collectors have been enjoined by 
Bills filed in the Vice Chancery Court, at Natchez, from collecting 
the taxes; in the case of the Bank of Mississippi, the assets of the 
Bank have been removed from Washington county to Natchez, and 
placed in the hands of Chas. A. Lacoste, as a receiver, and the 
Sheriff finds nothing in Washington county eut of which to make 
the taxes. ; 

It will, therefore, be necessary to file bills in the Vice-Chancery 
Court, at Natchez, to enforce the rights of the State against the 
assets of these banks, ia the hands of their respective trustees and 
receivers. Neither the District Attorney nor Attorney-General is 
authorized or required by law to attend that court, and I therefore 
regard your two letters to me—the. first, of June 15th, 1848, and 
the latter, of March 30th, 1849, as retaining me specially as coun- 
sel for the State, with authority to do all that is necessary in my 
Judgment to enforce the collection of money due the State, as set 
forth in the letter of the Auditor. Under your letter of June 15th, 
T have already given my legal attention to two Bills filed in the 
Vice-Chancery Court, at Natchez, against S. B. Newman, tax col- 
lector. I moved to dissolve the injunctions for. want of equity on the 
face of the bills, and because the State was not made a party.

Dear Sır: There are two Bills of Injunction filed in the Dis- 
trict Chancery Court, at Natchez, by the Commercial and Agricul- 
tural Bank Trustees, to suspend the collection of taxes due the 
State of Mississippi, for the year 1849. 

These cases require attention at the hands of the State. It is 
not a part of my official duty to attend to them, and I camnot at 
present leave here. 1 have no power to give you a retainer in 
these cases, of any binding force. But I desire you to give them 
your attention, from the fact that your experience, as late Attorney- 
General, has made you more familiar than others, with the princi- 
ples involved in these cases ; believing that the Legislature will 
make you a fair and reasonable compensation for your services in 
` the premises.

The immediate cause of this action on the part of the Auditor 
and Governor, with regard to the Bank taxes, was the passage 
of an aet by the Legislature, bearing date February 25. 1848, en- 
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titled, * An act to enable the tax collectors more efficiently to col- 
lect the revenue of the State;” a portion of which reads as fol- 
lows: 

« Be it enacted, &c., That in those counties where incorporated 
banks are located, and such banks are iiable to taxation, and have 
heretofore refused or neglected to pay the same, viz: twenty-five 
cenís on every share, or on every hundred dollars of their capital. 
stock subscribed for, and the county tax due thereon, it shall be the 
duty of the tax collector where no visible property can be found, 
to ascertain by any meansin his power, who, if any, are indebted to 
such bank or their assignees, trustees or agents, and to advertise 
such indebtedness, whether it be bond, note or bills, for the space 
of fifteen days, posted up at the Court-house door, and two other 
public places in said county, and seli ihe same to ihe highest bidder 
for cash, or so much thereof as will pay the State and county tax 
due thereon, including all arrearages of taxes not heretofore paid 
up; and the purchaser or purchasers of such bond, note, or bill, 
shall have the same power to sue for and collect the same as the 
bank assignee, trustee or agent, would have had, if such sale had 
not been made. Act to operate from its passage." 

This statute, like all preceding statutes, providing a tax on the 
Capital Stock of Banks, to be paid by the banks themselves, speaks 
of the tax as a specific tax of twenty-five cents on every share, or on 
every one hundred dollars subscribed for; and excludes the idea 
that an ad valorem iax on the value of the stock in market, was ever 
intended by the Legislature. 

Under these retainers, I entered upon the discharge of my duties 
for the State. Suits were commenced in the Circuit Court of Hinds 
County, vs. James E. Matthews, and sureties, for a balance of 
$2,795, claimed of him on a settlement of his accounts as Au- 
ditor. Matthews then fileda bill in Chancery, setting up equitable 
claims as an offset, and with the vast amount of business in that 
court, has delayed final action by the Chancellor, until the present 
time.

After the first Bills of Injunction were filed by the 
banks, they continued to file bills to enjoin the collec 
tion of the taxes for each successive year, until the 
final decision was made by the High Court. That de. 
cision was against the State. With ail due deference 
to the court, I think the decision was wrong; but the 
decision is final; and the State can seek no further 
relief. I have heretofore furnished the Governor with 
a copy of my argumentin the cases.

The Chancellor, in his cpinion says, “The power of the Gover- 
nor to employ him (me) to prosecute on behalf of the State, in any 
of the Circuit Courts, I regard as ample as was his power in 
that respect to employ any other attorney,—but in nothing greater. 
In looking to the proof, it appears that the said John D. Freeman,

official bond, as Tréasurer, in the Circuit Court of Carroll county, 
for embezzling the public money. In like manner, to prosecute 
Horace Pagaud, in the Circuit Court of Warren county, for the 
forgery of a large amount of Auditors Warrants, on the 
State Treasury ; and also to prosecute the Planters’ Bank, on be.

The 
compens sation svagAt is not claimed on the offive of District Attor- 
ney iur the serv:ces, but iu addition Tm and independent of it. But 
in important cases, np GE these, can perceive a great fitness and 
propriety in urnichisg aid to the District Attorneys. The great 
dout is, how they «hall be paid, and co what order of magistra. 
cy belongs ihe power of making the allowance. 

By the testimony of Governor Tucker, it appears that he was in 
the habit of thus employing attorneys, and pay ing them out vf the 
Contingent Fund of his department, merely reporting the same to 
the Legislature. That practice was a matter between him and the 
Legislature, and furnishes no rule for the Judicial conduct of this 
Court. But Governor Brown has not thus paid the complainant: 
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...bad he doneso, it would also have been in like manner a matter be.

tween him and the Legislature. ; 


In the matter of the employment of John D. Freeman, Esq., to 
prosecute on behalf of the State in the case stated, it seems by ex- 
hibit A, to the petition of claimant, filed before the Committee o 
Claims of the Legislature, mace part of his Bill, that the agres- 
ment between Governor Brown and himseif, on the subject, was 
* the Governor assuming to pay his expenses in going to and re- 
turning from the different Courts, (I suppose out of the contingent 
fund, of course,) and he to rely on the justice of the Legislature to 
reward his services in such amountsas they might think just.” The 
question, then, by the agreement, refers itself to the Legislature 
for adjustment, and not to the courts. 

In view of the testimony, I can safely commend the complainant's 
claim to the fayorable consideration of the Legislature. It appro- 
priately addresses itself to that body ; but I know of no authority 
given by law to the Governor to authorize him to employ counsel 
to aid the District Attorney to prosecute on behalf of the State, and 
for such Attorney to charge fees therefor, and recover the same 
from the State by a Chancery Court Decree. I think # cannot law- 
fully be done. itis therefore my duty to set aside the Commission- 
er's repon, and dismiss the Bill. Let the same be done.

In regard to the first item of the above account, your Commis 
sioner deems it proper to state that the complainant contends that he 
is entitled to have the amount of his fee ascertained by calculating 
the per cent, upon the whole amount of the bond sued upon, and 
upon which the court gave their judgment, of the propriety of 
which position your commissioner is not convinced, as it is his opin- 
ion that the per cent. should be charged only upon the sum for which 
the forfeiture oi the conditions of the bond was declared, and that 
tne judgment of the Court was merely formal, and intended only as 
« condemnation of the whole bend for the benefit of plaintiff, to 
the extent of the damages assessed by the jury, he has therefore 
allowed 2 1.2 ner cent. on this assessment—$51,865 47; which 
complainant has proved himself to be entitled to, being the usual 
zee charged for prosecuting a claim to judgment. Your Commis- 
sioner has thought proper to allow the whole of the second item of 
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$2,000, 1...withstandmg some of the proofs are conflicting, because 
in caretully weighing these proofs, your Commissioner believes 
the preponderance of proof inclines to complainant, and because, 
also, a portion of the proof would sustain the complainant in a 
larger sum than he bas charged or claimed, in the third item of 
said account, and which your .Commissioner has set down at the 
sum claimed by complainant, being as aforesaid less than some of 
the proof justified. 

He further reports that Complainant contends for the allowance 
of interest from the date of the rendition of the service, which your 
Commissioner has refused to allow, because he is of opinion that 
a party is not entitled to interest upon an open account unascertain- 
ed or liquidated, until he has made a demand for a settlement and 
payment thereof, and has therefore only allowed interest on said 
accóunt from a date when complainant proved he had so demanded 
a settlement and payment of his account by the defendant, and a 
neglect and refusal by defendant to make such settlement. . 

So that your Commissioner reports that there will be due for 
principal and interest, from defendant to complainant, on the 15th 
day of January, 1850, the sum of five thousand three hundred 
and fifteen 39-100 dollars, and that he has assumed the 15th Janu- 
ary, 1850, to close the interest account, because this cause will not 
in ali probability be called before that date, and which would make 
the calculation of interest to that date even four years.

STATEMENT OF D. SHELTON, ESQ. 


Jackson, December, 1853. 

Dear Sin: I have received your note of the 28th December 
1853. In reply thereto, I will state that about 1837, a large num. 
ber of town lot notes, amounting to near A y thousand “dollars, 
in all, were placed in the hands of M ayson and Shelton, of which 
firm I was a member, for collection, From time to time collec- 
tions were œg on these notes, and settled } by me with the Auditor 
of Public Asc... mis. On most of these se tlements, the commis- 
sions for Po ecto were settled at ihe time, and uniformly, at 5 per 
cent., on the amount collected. Some of the 5 per cent. commis- 
sions, and also the whole.of the commissions at 2 1.2 per cent. on 
nulla bona cases, stood open for final settlement, and a controversy 
involving these matters srew up between myself and the State, and 
was tried. In that controversy, I claimed the commissions as 
above stated, and also some small items of extra charge, one of 
which was a fee of $100, i believe, in the Supreme Court, in a 
case which was taken to that Court. On trial before a jury, these 
being proven, were, as Í suppose, all &Howed, for the jury found a 
balance in my favor, and on the final disposition of the cause I got 
the bénefit of those claims as I have no doubt.

To the Honorable the Senate and House of Representatives 
| of the State of Mississippi : 
FerLLow-CrrrzENs: l l 

One of the humblest of yourselves, you have exalted me to the 
high post of Chief Executive of the State. I thank you for this 
mark of your confidence, and hope I shall not prove unworthy of the 
trust you have confided to me. If my ability shall be equal to my in- 
tention—faithfully to execute it—yeu shall not be disappointed. In 
the presence of those of you here assembled, and of these Senators 
-and Representatives of the people, I pledge you my best efforts in 
the service of the State. 

It is the glory and the beauty of our institutions that changes of 
our rulers take place as quietly as the -changes of the seasons. 
The going out of one and the coming in: of another, disturbs not 
the public peace —and the same voice that welcomes one to power 
bids the other welcome to retirement. It is the potential will of 
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! the forms of the organic law, to which 
all bow in patriotic submission. D mE 

The Executive head of the State is changed to-day, and the 
masses of ihe people are scarcely aware of the transition. The 
public business moves smoothly on—the public tranquility is undis- 
turbed—the public mind receives no shock. The relations of the 
citizens with the State, in their business pursuits, are all harmo- 
nigus, and contentment dwells with peace throughout the land. 
Happy! thrice happy country! whose present is bright, whose. 
future is full of promise, whose destiny in her progress and pros- 
perity must be glorious! l i 

I have been borne, fellow-citizens, to this position by your free 
suffrages, upon whatever humble merit you may have supposed 
I possessed, and upon questions of great public magnitude involving 
principles and measures of deep and permanent interest to the 
State. First in importance of these, is the nationality of the great 
doctrine of State Rights, based upon the individuality and sove- . 
_reignty of the several States, as co.equals in the Confederacy. 
Upon this depends the perpetuity and safety of the Union. Des- 
potism in the liberal governments of the Old World, and central- 
„ism in ours, are the fearful dangers to be avoided. With us the 
co-equality of'the States, recognised and preserved, is the sure 
guarantee against centralization. Co-equal rights in the Union, 
and the right of the Statés severally to judge for themselves of 
infractions of the Constitution, as well as of the mode and measure 
of redress, is the great distinguishing feature of our republican 
form of government ; which, maintained in its purity, will make it 
perpetual, and consolidate the Union upon its proper basis forever. 
To nationalise. this great principle is the work of patriotistn; to 
sectionalize it is to destroy the best hopes of the Republic. , 'The 
resolutions of 1798 embody this great principle as illustrating the 
true doctrine of State Rights, and the consolidation of the Federal 
Union, under the strict limitations of the Constitution. Recogni- 
zing the Federal government as one of delegated powers, limited 
by the strict letter of the grant, 1 am happy to know that these 
principles, openly avowed, have met with the approval of the 
sovereign people of the State in my elevation to the office of their 
Chief Magistrate. I shall continue to cherish and enforce them 
where I have the power, as the surest guarantees to the safety of 
our institutions. 

‘The question between centralism and despotism on the one 
hand, and the people's right of self-government’ under institutions ` 
like ours on the other, has been made throughout most of the gov- 
ernments of the Old World, and in all it has proved unsuccessful. 
In ours alone it has been maintained. Revolution after revolution 
has been attempted in Ireland, to place her in a position towards 
thé Government of Great Britain similar to that of the States to 
thé American Union; but in all she has failed. In her last great 


the people expressed through 
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effort, she hoped to be successful, and when her people thought to ` 
go out with sword and plume to celebrate their great victory of ` 
freedom, her mighty men were stricken down by the tyrant hand of 
power, and sentenced, first to execution, and afterwards to exile in 
a distant land. Hungary has had her struggle, and has been 
crushed by the iron heel of Austrian despotism. Her great leader 
was compelled to flee his country, and take refuge for awhile with 
the Turkish Sultan; afterwards invited to our shores, he has made 
his appealto our people, in strains of eloquence unsurpassed, for 
materia] aid, when he could gain nothing but sympathy for his 
down-trodden Father Land. Italy has had her struggle, and she, 
foo, has failed; and but recently Kossuth and Massini, the great 
patriots of the Old World, were homeless in the Island of Great 
Britain, with scarcely the security of personal freedom. France 
has had her revolution—the monarchy was overthrown—republi- 
canism for a day prevailed— the people were unable to maintain it, 
and Louis Napoleon, under the title of Emperor, now reigns as 
supremely over France, simply by the prestige of the name of his 
uncle, the great Napoleon, as does any monarch in Europe upon 
his throne. Had France, after the revolution, established her 
departments as independent sovereign States, united under a gov- 
ernment oí delegated powers, emanating from them às equals, 
under ithe limitations of a written constitution, she would have had 
a sure, guarantee for the safety of her republican institutions. 
Paris, would no longer have been France—the republic would not 
have passed into the empire, and she might have stood to day the 
representative in Europe of a government founded upon the great 
doctrine of State Rights, an example ef our own, to lead she down- 
trodden and eppressed to the light of freedom burning in their 
midst, and make tlem happy and free under institutions founded 
upon the people's right of self-government in political communities, 
sovereign and independent, united as equals under the limitations 
of written constitutions. The individuality and sovereignty of the 
States in our government, and their co-equal rights in the coufed- 
eracy, are the sure guarantees of the perpetuity of the Union, and 
the preservation of our republican liberty, which, so far as a can 
have the power, as Chief Executive of the State, shall be, by my- 
self, and i feel assured in saying, will be, maintained in their purity 
by the present Chief Executive of the Ünited States. 

Closely allied to this great doctrine of State Rights, and next, 
if not equal in importance with it, is the principle of strict construc- 
tion, involving the obligation of the people and their public aer. 
vants, to maintain sacredly and inviolate the written constitutions ` 
under which they hold their corporate existence, and through 
which they exercise their sovereign powers. Our is a government 
founded on the will of the people, and its great democratic princi- 


ple is, the people's right of ‘self-government under the limitations - - 


of written constitutions made by themselves, to be strictly construed 
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by their acents in power. This is the great right principle which : 
is at the foundation of our system, eternal, and bright shining 
as the everiasting stars. ‘In maintenance of this, the question has ` 
again been decided by the people in the late election, that a sup-- 
posed liability against the State, which is grosely misunderstood : 
and misrepresented abroad, and which tliey had heretofore de- 
clared unjust, contracted in violation of the express provisions of. - 
their constitution, is not binding upon them in morals or law. 
They have reaffirmed upon this subject the deliberat judgment of 
the people in 1841, and the honor of the State now stands vindi- 
cated by her sovereign voice, in support of the great principle of 
strict adherence to the constitution, as the surest safeguard to liber- 
ty, and the only certain protection at all times against the invasion 
of their most sacred rights. Our constitutions, State and National, 
are the written’ charters of our freedom, and thee security of our 
liberties depend upen the watchfulness o, the people in preserving 
them inviolate. Ü j 

* Religion, morality and knowledge, being necessary to good 
government, the preservation of liberty, and the happiness of man- 
kind, schools, and the means of education shall forever be encour- 
aged in this State." This is the language of our constitution, and 
imposes an injunction upon. ail, especially those in oificial position, 
to promote the diffusion of knowledge among the people of the 
State. Education is the great lamp which lights up the pathway 
of freedom under institutions like ours, and it should be kept trim- 
med and burning, that the masses may follow it without difficulty 
or doubt. I have always been an advocate of a system of com- 
mon schools, sustained by State .aid, which should diffuse intel- 
ligeuce among the people, and bring knowledge within the reach 
of all. And I have never thought an appropriation for this pur-. 
pose lost, when properly applied, though its effects might not be 
directly seen. The spark apparently going out, but falling upon 
some mind, in humble sphere, which otherwise would have re- 
mained obscure, may light it up to be one of the most brilliant in 
the nation. Whatever imparts light to the mind, is never lost, but 
exists to magnify intelligence here, and toincrease it forever. Ey- 
ery interest of education—from the common school to the univer- ` 
sity—al] have my most ardent wishes for their success. If the 
world were all blind, I would open their eyes to the glories of the . 
sun; so if mind was all dark, 1 would light it up to the beauties of 
knowledge. There are but two great ideas worthy of life—God 

and liberty—they embrace all of value here—all that is important 

hereafter.. But to appreciate these, man must be intelligent; to 
be intelligent, he must be educated ; to be educated, the ineans must 
be provided, and this is the duty of the State. "P 

Ours is peculiarly an agricültural State, and my encouragement 
will be given to all efforts to promote this branch of industry, and 
for the developement of agricultural science, so important to the 
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people of Mississippi as a planting community. In this connec- . 
tion, and as a means of developing the rich and varied resources 
* of our State, I look with deep interest to the important works of 
internal improvement now progressing within her limits, as well 
as to others in contemplation; and I would favor all aid which 
might be given to them by the State, outside of direct taxation, or 
a liability upon her plighted faith. I 

À strict constructionist of the Federal Constitution, I am opposed 
to a United States bank, or to any corporate fiscal agent, for the ` 
management of the finances of the Government, believing the 
simple constitutional treasury the best agency of all others, for this 
purpose. I am opposed to a protective tariff, believing that duties 
should be laid strictly for revenue, making protection always the 
incident. ^ I am opposed to a general system of- internal improve- 
ment by the Federal Government, as corrupting in its tendencies ; 
leading the government from the purity of its principles, and anta- 
gonistic to the true spirit of the Constitution, including in this 
opposition, what is termed the Pacific rail-road, as a government 
measure, to be built by direct appropriations of money out of the 
Federal Treasury, thereby excluding and over-riding individual 
enterprize by Government capital-—but favoring this great work 
as one under the patronage of individual enterprize, aided and en-. 
couraged by the Government in such ways as aid may be legiti-. 
mately and constitutionally given. 

Upon ail the subjects now referred to, inclading my endorse- 
ment of the present national administration, in the wisdom, purity 
and firmness of whose government, and strict fidelity to the Con. 
stitution, I have the highest confidence, my opinions were freely 
expressed before the people of the State, in the canvass for the 
high position which they have assigned me. I pledge to you, my 
fellow citizens, a faithful adherence to them in all my official acts. 

Looking to the lights of experience, burning bright!y upon the 
past, which throw upon the future the shadows which mark out on 
the one hand the dangers to be avoided, and illume upon the other 
the pathway of duty, which may be safely followed; and relying 
in all things upon the guidance of that kind Providence, which 
blesses with its smiles, and approves with its judgment the upright 
and the just, and which has selected us as its chosen people to 
fulfill the great destiny of earth, I am now ready to take the 
eath prescribed by the Constitution, and enter upon the duties of:

nities, the titles, the places and. thé power of the politician, where- 
soever the córimon n England has been enforced. The Uni- 
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versity greatly needs a Professorship c of Law. But not of law alone, 
in the "opinion of the undersigned.: : The philosophy. oË “govern: 
ment should be taught together. with it, and history, which i as ene: 
ophy teaching by example. 

Instruction in the science of. ‘government, we think f T im: 
‘portance to Southern youth—to youth everywhere, in.a. Republic, 
but especially to the youth of our country.’ We live in a confeder- 
acy of States. The political relations of the States to each other 
are looked at in. somewhat different lights, according to the ` geo- 
graphical points. of view. Government is taught as a science in 
some of the States, but in few of the Southern States;if in any of 
them. Our ambitious youth go tothe East for instroction. jn this. 
department ; for it is to be found there alone. Such a school, may 
or may not be, antagonistic in its principles to Southern views of 
the right philosophy of government, but’ we feel assured that a 
Southern University of learning could never disseminate views'of 
society and government, which would prove pe to Southern 
interests. 

Bosides, political ethics, à right under standing and s. full. appre- 
ciation of political morality, ïs of the last importance in every Re- 
public. A youth coming from the walls of the University with-en- 
larged and fixed, principles of political justice—with elevated no- 
tions of the use, the scope and the design of government—would 
riot be apt to’ sink into a factionist, or to mer ge the E states. 
man in the urbulent demagogue. 

To instruction in law and government, we would superadd Ge we 
have said) instruction in history and international law; and we 
think a single professor would be adequate to discharge the com. 
bined duties that are here indicated. 

But it would require no ordinary man. Such a ran. as woüld 
fully suit the place, would be of more difficult selection than any 
other professor in the University. His character, his’ .acquire- 
ments, even his place of residence and of edacation, would-haveto 
be considered. Butit is in the power. of compensation to" procure 
such a man, we suppose, and we respectfully ask the Legislature to 
aid us in raisiug this compensation. 

The annual excess of our revenue over our current. ‘expenditures 
is barely sufficient to keep the University in fiting g repair. Even 
if there was then any excess, it wóuld be proper to apply it to the 
erection of additional buildings.

Accompanying this Report, we furnish a ; detailed stateinent aid

pended of this sum; $60,769: 26, leaving à balance in hand and

The balance in nme J will not be sufficient to complete and fur- 
nish the building. ‘Tue estimates, as made by the Architect, were 
founded on the prices current at the time they were made. Im- 
mediately thereafter, and: even before: the time expired for adver. 
tising, there was a rapid and heavy advance in the prices of mate- 
rials and labor. Such articles as could not be let out at the time, 
and such labor as.could not be specified, we have had to obtain at 
the usual prices—and these prices have continued to advance. 

Owing to these, unexpected advances, our loss by fire, and the 
delay caused by the recent epidemic, the building cannot, as we 
before remarked, be completed and furnished with the amount in 
hand. Nor can we say at present, precisely, what amount will be 
required to finish and furnish the building and put it into operation. 
We have directed the Architect to make out the necessary esti- 
mates, in order that thcy may be furnished at as early a day as 
practicable. 

The Architect has made to our Board a detailed statement, to ` 
which we refer for further particulars. - NE , 

As the building, with the necessary appropriation, will be ready 
for use in a few months, we respectfully suggest the propriety of 
passing such laws as your honorable bodies may deem expedient, 
for its control and management. - 

As the present Board were.elected at your regular session, in 
1852, their term of office will expire at this session, and they de- 
sire that their accounts, vouchers, &c., shall be examined and 
passed upon at as early a day as may suit your convenience to 
do so. i 

They earnestly desire, however, that in addition to the examina- 
ion of their accounts and vouchers, the Legislators will, op some 


‘tsuitable day, visit and examine for themselves the buildings being 


erected. 

Believing that no better cause ever invoked the aid of the Legis. . 
lature, and that the buildings, when completed, will be à pride and 
an ornament to the State, they sincerely hope that the necessary 


means will be granted for their early completion, and such addi.

REPORT OF THE ARCHITECT OF LUNATIC ASYLUM. 


To the Board of Commissioners 
å of the Lunatic Asylum : 


GENTLEMEN :—<According to custom, and at your request, I 
herewith submit the following report of the progress and present 
condition of work at the Lunatic Asylum : 

At the date of the last report to the Legislature, at the regular 
Session, Jan, ist, 1852, the brick-work had progressed so far that 

the walls of the first and second stories of the entire building were 

. up, and the walls of the third story of the east wing were nearly 
completed, ready for the roof, and it was expected that we would 
have had both wings under roof early the following spring, but 
unforeseen causes prevented us from doing so. A contract was 
made with Mr. Jabez Reynolds, of Cincinnati, about the first of 
June, 1852, to furnish the cast-iron gutters for the roof, along with 
alarge amount of other iron work forthe Asylum. But owing to 
the verylow stage of water in the Ohio river we did not get them 
until late in the summer, consequently it was near fall before we 
had both the wings enclosed. The scarcity of saw-mills in the 
vicinity of Jackson, and the difficulty of procuring lumber as it was 
wanted, has also been the cause of some delay in the progress of 
the work. .

The extraordinary high price of all kinds of labor, but more 
particularly of mechanical labor, and the difficulty ot procuring a 
sufficient supply of workmen, experienced by some of the contractors, 
who had large contracts on the Asylum, has been another great 
cause of delay in the progress of the business. "Phe recent epi- 
demic that made such fearful inroads in the south, last fall, has 
been another cause of great delay in the completion of the building, 
_ as business was entirely suspended for several months, and it was 
impossible to procure either materials or workmen at that time, 
which will apply particularly to Mr. Dudley, the contractor for the 
carpenters’ work, asit was impossible for him to get lumber that 
he had contracted for, for the rear building, or to get hands to 
progress with the main buildings. i 

Mr. Parker, the contractor for the plastering and outside stuccoing, 
was also delayed, and prevented from finishing the outside of the 
building, in consequence of not being able to get his cement up 
until after the sickness was over, it having laid in New Orleans 
and Vicksburg during the prevalence of the fever in those places. 
Another casuality which occurred about the first of last September, 
which was the burning of Mr. Dudley's shop, has also been a great 
drawback to the completion of the buildings, as all the door frames 
for the main center building was consumed, with upwards of one 
hundred and thirty doors for the wings, and from twelve to fifteen 
thousand feet of choice lumber, belonging to the Asylum. 

Notwithstanding so many occurrences have taken place to retard 
the completion of the: buildings, they have progressed so far that 
the brick-work has been completed, and the buildings are all under 
roof, except the building erected in the rear for laundry, kitchen, 
&c., which will have the roof onin a few days. The walls and 
.ceilings of both wings are all plastered except a very small portion, 
and the carpenter's work of both entire wings is nearly completed, 
there being a number of workmen now. employed, putting up the 
inside finish, hanging the doors, Wc. | 

The painting has also advanced as far as was practical, until the 
inside carpenter’s work is entirely completed. The gas pipes have 
all been put up throughout the building ; the plumming is all done 
in the wings, and the steampipes and boilers for heating the building 
have all been put up, so that it will only require a' few weeks 
longer to have both wings entirely completed, ready for the reception 
of patients. i l 

The centre building, however, is not so far advanced; the work 
that was prepared for it, having been consumed at the time Dudley’s 

shop was burned, and not having been replaced yet; the building 
is enclosed, and the inside work is being got ready (o put up, so 
that it will not be long before it will be ready for plastering, and I 
think there is very little doubt but it can be got ready for the re. 
ception of patients by the Jet of next May. The stuccoing of the 
east wing has'been completed, but as the weather has become 
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unfavorable for outside work, I have had the further stuccoing sus- 
pended until spring: 

There have been four large cisterns built by Mr. Parker, ac- 
cording to contract, that will hold about six thousand barrels of 
water. There has also been a building erected in the rear of the 
main centre building, forty-five by eighty feet, and two stories high, 
which is twenty feet longer than was contracted for, but it was 
found indispensably necessary to make it that large, in order to 
furnish sufficient room for the boilers for heating the buildings and 
for the furnace for generating gas, which are located in the back 
end of said buildiug. There has also been a large cistern built 
for the gasometer, and two dry wells or cisterns for purposes con- 
nected with the gas works, and pumps for forcing water to the 
top of the building. "There has been a culvert constructed under 
ground, leading from the main building to the dry well in the rear 
building, a distance of one hundred feet ; the culvert is four feet in 
diameter, in the clear, laid in cement mortar, and plastered with 
cement in the inside, and is used to convey the gas-pipes, steam- 
pipes, condensed water-pipes, &c., from one building to the other. 
There has also been furnished and put up, a small steam engine 
for working force pumps to supply the buildings with water, to sup- 
ply the boilers, and to work such other machinery as may hereafter 
be attached for the use of the institution. There has also been about 
twelve hundred feet of sewer built to convey off the excrement 
from the water closets and waste water from the bath rooms, &c. 
There have been three large water-tanks made and placed in the 
base of the cupola, on the centre building, lined with strong sheet 
lead, two for cold and one for hot water ; other tanks have also been 
placed in the attic story of each wing, immediately over the bath 
rooms, that are supplied from the main tanks in the centre building, 
and'those tanks in the wings supply the water closets, wash bowls, 
bath tubs, &c. The bath room, in each story of each wing, is 
supplied with one water closet, one shower bath, one stationary 
bath tub, and two stationary wash bowls; the bath tub and wash 
bowls are each supplied with both hot and cold water. Ample 
provision has also been made in the rear building for having a con- 
stant supply of hot and cold water for washing, cooking, &c. — 

In addition to the above, there has been a large amount of Jabor 
performed in digging for cisterns, grading around the east wing, 
and removing rubbish from the cellars. The cast-iron gutters and 
saddles for the roof have all been furnished by Mr. Reynolds, as 
well as the fixtures for heating, lighting and plumbing; also se- 
veral hundred feet of cast-iron pipes to convey the water from the 
conductors to the cisterns ; the cast-iron sash have nearly all been 
furnished, and I expect Mr. Reynolds here in a few days with the 
registers, and some other fixtures to complete his contract. 

The estimates that I presented to the board two years ago, con- 
templated that fifty thousand dollars would compiéte the buildings 
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then commenced, and erect a back building suitable for kitchen, 
laundry, servants’ rooms, &c.; and that twenty-five thousand dollars 
would pay for the apparatus for heating the building with steam, 
lighting it with gas, furnishing the steam engine, pipes, &c., for the 
plumbing, and also pay for the furniture to furnish the building and 
improve the grounds. - Those estimates were made out in accordance 
with the price of labor and materials at that time, and consequently 
were supposed to be sufficient for the purpose, but subsequent ex- . 
perience has shown that they were insufficient. ' 

-~ The law of the Legislature making the original appropriation 
for the Asylum, enacted, that there should be at least six weeks 
notice given before any contracts should be let out, and the law of 
the last session enacted, that the commissioners should not receive 
any of the money then appropriated until all contracts were let out; 
so that by the time that plans and specifications of the different 
kinds of work could be made out, and the proper notice be given, 
it was about the first of June befare the contracts were made. In 
the mean time, the price of labor and materials of all kinds had 
advanced considerably, and on some kinds of materials, nearly 
double; as, for instance, metals af nearly all kinds had advanced 
to nearly double what they were a few months before. 

You will see by the estimates that were. then made, that the ` 
heating, lighting and plumbing, including all expenses, were es- 
timated at ten thousand dollars, whereas, by the contracts that were 
made with Mr. Reynolds, for furnishing and putting up those fixtures, 
amount to the sum of thirteen thousand seven hundred and eleven . 
- dollars, besides freights, commissions, hauling, &c., to more than 
one thousand dollars; and briek-work, &c., to probably about five 
hundred dollars ; making the cost of those three items upwards of 
fifteen, instead of ten thousand dollars. The cast-iron sash, gutters, 
and saddles for the roofs, and cast-iron pipes to convey the water to 
-the cisterns, have also cost.considerably more than they were esti- 
mated. The rear building, erected for kitchen, laundry, &c., will 
also cost some two thousand dollars more than was estimated, partly 
in consequende of the difference,in.the price of labor, and partly 
in consequence of the increased size. 

The lumber bill is also more than was estimated, owing to the 
increase in the price of lumber, and being compelled to get a large . 
quantity from a distance. 

. Most of the other contracts on the building were taken at about 
the estimated price. We have had about two hundred thousand 
brick more made than was estimated for, which are now on hand, , 
butthey will be needed about the premises, for additional improve- 
ments that will have to be made ; some additional lumber will have 
to be procured to complete the buildings, principally to replace that 
that was burnt at Mr. Dudley’s shop, in the doors, frames, &c. 
. You will see by the following exhibit, from the books of the 
Secretary, that there has been appropriated by your Board, and 
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expended on the buildings since the organization of the present 
Board, the sum of sixty thousand three hundred and forty-nine

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COMPARATIVE COST OF THE MISSISSIPPI STATE 
LUNATIC ASYLUM, WITH SIMILAR ASYLUMS 
IN DIFFERENT STATES. 


The ‘ Pennsylvania Hospital for the Insane," opened in 1840, 
and cost $325,000, since which time a large amount has been ex- 
pended in improving the grounds, and extending the accommoda. 
tions. The buildings will accommodate, at present, about two 
hundred and twenty-five patients. "The extensive * Asylum" at 
Utica, New York, will accommodate about five hundred patients, 
and has cost, including a farm and out-buildings, more than half a 
million of dollars. 

The cost of the “ Bloomingdale Hospital," near the city of New 
York, including out-buildings, furniture, and improvements, was 
more than $200,000— number of patients from one hundred and 
twenty-five to one hundred and fifiy. 

The * Rhode Island Hospital for the Insane," at Providence, 
cost, including farm, improvements, furniture, &c., $110,000, and ` ` 
is capable of accommodating one hundred patients. 

_The “McLean Hospital,” at Somerville, Massachusetts, can 
accommodate about one hundred and fifty patients, and has cost 
in improvements and buildings, over $300,000. 

The “ Massachusetts State Hospital" has cost, in buildings, im* - 
provements, furniture, &c., over $300,000, and can accommodate 
near four hundred patients. 

The “New Jersey State Hospital," at Trenton, after which ours 
is modelled, cost $190,000, and will accommodate about two hun- 
.dred patients: It is built of a red free-stone, that was procured in 
the vicinity of the buildings, and cost but little to quarry and haul 
them to the building, and consequently, the buildings cost several 
thousand dollars less than they would had they been built of brick. 

The buildings, furniture, and improvements of the ** Ohio State 
Hospital,” have cost over $230,000, when at the same time nearly 
all the labor was performed by the convicts of the State prison, at 
from thirty-five to forty cents per day,—it is capable of receiving 
three hundred and fifty patients. 

The original cost of the “Maryland Hospital for the Insane,” 
with accommodations for one hundred and twenty patients, was 
$200,000. 

The “Indiana Hospital for the Insane,” which was built at a 
time when labor and materiais were unusually cheap,—has cost in 
buildings, furniture and improvements, over $100,000, and will 
accommodate one hundred and fifty patients; and within the last 
year $60,000 more have been appropriated to build two additional 
wings.

The. Trustees of the Mississippi Institution for the. Blind 
respectfully report that they have abundant cause of gratitude to: 
a benificent Providence for the sugcess with which their exertions 
have been blessed during the passed' two years: The benefits, of 
this’ infant Institution, it is.true, haye been confined to a sinall 
number of the afflicted, but when its objects become more fully:. 
known through the instrumentality of those who have been made 
the recipients of its benefactions and their.acquiremehts are made 
manifest to a discerning public, the number of pupils will doubtless. 
he greatly. augmented, The. prastical attempts here made to 
communicate instruction to the blind in literature; music and me- 
chanical. branches, have demonstrated to all observers that the 
physically benighted' are susceptible of great.mental, moral and 
mechancicai attainment. From an extreme anxiety of the Board: 
for an economical administration. of the Institution, they have not 
félt justified in incurring the expense. of sending into each county 
of the State a number of advanced pupils for the purpose of dis. 
seminating ocular demonstration of the surprising proficiency 
attained in the ordinary brancehes of education as-well as the more 
useful arts and accomplishments. Excursions of: this character. 
hava. been ‘made with good iresults in other States, for, the 
purpose of increasing the number of those who are to share in the: 
benefits of this. class , of instruction. Thè necessity: for: additional 
philanthropic « effoit i in this hebalf, ‘will be made’ manifest when itis, 
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known that during thé seventh decade, the-ivicrease of (Bé blir Adi in 


the United States was a little more than fifty per centum; while tlie 
' increase for the same period i in Mississippi ` was over three huridred 


percent. The number returned ‘in this State by the ‘United Siates ` 


census, in 1840, was forty-three, and in 1850, they’ had increased : 
to one hundred and thirty. It is worthy of remark that an analysis 
with respect té our native and foreign population presénts:the fact . 
thatthe blind are much more numerous among the latter. There 
are not less than fifty blind persons inthe State who are éligible 
to the SECHER and -privileges offered in this Institution, and 
when 4 more general interest is taken by those who have the 
power effectually to foster and extend its sphere of usefulness, many 
of these will duobtless avail themselves of its advantages. 
During the past two years no death has occurred within the 
establishment. Such cases of illness as have happened, have réceiv- 
ed the prompt and successful treatment of Dre . Langley, Bailey and 
Yandell, whose gratuitous, and zealous services in this department. 
merit and receive the thanks ofthe Board. The diseases to whith 
the blind are sub'ect, are mostly referable to their sedentary habits 
and their inability to take sufficient exercise in the open air. ‘En 
order to extend greater facilities to the pupils, in this particular, 
and the more effectual! ty to pro ovide for the present and prospective 
wants of this growing Institution, the Board of Trustees deem it 
judicious to purchase an adjacent lot, of about four acres, which 
ean be procared, as they are assured, upon the most reasonable , 


terms. It is to be hoped that the means of the Irstitution will: be 


increased sufficiently for this purpose : 
The Board continue to receive the able and efficient services of 
Mr. P. Lane, the Principal, whose long and intimate dcquaintance 
with those, who, like himself, are deprived of sight, eminently 
qualifies him for his laborious and responsible trust. He has been 
connected with the Institution, as Teacher, and had. its principat 
management, with the exception of a brief interval from October 
to late in January last,—from its first organization as a State.In- 
stitution, to the present time. i 
We invite attention to the able report of the Principal, which is 
appended hereto, and commend its various suggestions. In con- 
nexion with its recommendations, it may be observed that it bas 
been our purpose to administer !the bounty of the State faithful 
and skilfully, and to the extent of the means allotted, with due re, 
gard to other interests, to foster the teaching of music in its various 
departments, as well as the most useful handicrafts. S

GENTLEMEN: In obedience-to the requirement which makes it, 
the duty of the individual having the immediate-charge of the In: 
stitution to present to the Board of Trustee’ a report. of its-condi- ` 
tion and operations, during the two years preeeding the date ot; 
such report, I respectfully. submit the following: 

Since the date of the last report, the advancement ‘of the Iusti: 
tution has not been as rapid mor as. great as could have: been 
desired by ‘its friends; ‘nor lias as much been accomplished as. 
many may have thought there was reason to expect; nevertheless, 
something has’ been done; the work of amelioration has been 
carried forward $ knowledge has been acquired ; .benighted. intel: 
lect illumined; and dormant moral faculties awakened to vigorous. 
activity. The number of pupils, from Janüary Ist, 1859, to the. 
present, has varied from IL to 9--the latter "being the suber 
now in the Institution. "Thor are'taught Reading, English Grammar; 
Plain, Solid, and Analytical Géoinetry, Algebras: Mechanical, In".

Institution, but, 
by reason of ill-health, was compelled to. return. without accom". 
plishing anything. Prior to the date of the last report, willow. 
basket-making was introduced, and the: pupils. taught to work in 
. this species of craft; but, inasmuch as the manufacture of willow.. 
ware requires considerable mechanical skill; and, “inasmuch as‘ 
the selling price of the articles is too low to be reimunerative, it 
was deemed advisable to discontinue it, and it was accordingly. . 
abandoned. No other mechanical branch has since been Intro. 
duced. The buildings of the institution are in no degree adapted. 
to the purposes for which they are now used; and,indeed, it would. 
be a task of no litile difficulty to show their adaptedress to any 
purpose. E T 
: From £he statement now made, it will be seen that the only de« 
partment which has been in successful operation in this Institution,-. 
is that which, in the narrowest sense of the term, may be desig» 
nated educational. The development of the intellectual and moral , 
powers of the pupils isali that has been attempted, and the success 
that has attended the efforts that have been made, is creditable to: 
the pupils, and shouid be encouraging to their friends. The want 
of a musical and mechanical department in this institution, renders 
it sadly incomplete, and unfits it for fully subserving the interests 
of those whose welfare its establishment was designed to promote 
The capacity of the blind for acquiring a knowledge of the science 
of music and the aitainment of skill in its execution, must be 
known to ail who have witnessed the performances of those among 
them who have been thoroughly instructed and judiciously trained. 
To the blind, a knowledge of music combined with skillfulness of 
execution, is of immeasurabie value. Considered merely as. 
means of amusement, music becomes an efficient agent for the . 
negative improvement of the moral nature. "When used for this. 
purpose, it is a means of innocent recreation, producing cheerful. 
ness in à mind that might otherwise be.soured by brooding upon 
its own sorrows, or debased by the creation of images of impurity, 
or the. indulgence of corrupting affections, The potency of mett 
in refining the feelings and elevating the moral character, has’ 
often been pointed out. It awakens and renders more acute the 
zesthetic sense, conveys to the mind sublimer conceptions of 
beauty, excites purity and devoutness of feeling, .and arouses to 
noble deeds of lofty daring. It has been said that’ “he who is not. 
moved by a concord of sweet sounds, is fit for treasons, stratdgems, 
and spoils.” Now, if this be true, there is surely foundation for" 
the foregoing remarks. If then, music were beneficial in mo 
other way than in that now.mentioned, it would be reason enough 
that it should be taught; but when it is considered that to many of: 
the blind it may be made the means of süstentation, it: becomes: 
` an imperative duty to. furnish: them:with all the aids necessary tọ- 
the acquirement of such a knowledge of.it as may Be rendered"

The importance of a knowledge of somè mechanical SC to 
the blind, cannot be over estimated ; for the majority of them,.as 
the majority of others, must} if they earn théir bread at all, earn 
it by manual labor. Ifthe object-of an Institution for: ‘the blind ' 
be to. fit'its inmates for self-support in after life, it is ‘manifest that 
the’ only way in which this object can be accomplished, is by 
thoroughly equipping them at all points for the. accomplishment 
of the end proposed. There have been, among the blind, many 
who have, by the practice of ‘simple trades, maintained themselves, 
and it is highly probable that others may do as much. ‘There are, 
indeed, now in this. Institution, persons who, did they possess the 
knowledge of some trade—say broom-making—might, at -this 
moment, “be self -sustaining, productive members of the’ body social. - 

If it. be desired that t this Institution should really subserve the 
iaterests and promote the welfare of the blind, I would recommend 
the immediate erection in it of a mechanical department. If the 
means at present possessed are not sufficient, then additional aid 
should be asked'for; and it the efforts that are madé to obtain 
such aid are prosecuted with a. zeal and vigor commensurate with, 
the importance of the subject, I doubt not that it will be granted. 
The Institution in its present condition, mar. doubtless be beneficial 
to a few, but to many it may become the instrüment of i increasing 
the amount of uitimàte misery ; for if they are compelled to pine 
in idleness at their homes, or condemned to pauperism in an alms- 
house, the desire for activity, and manly independence ‘which 
education has awakened, v will but serve to convert the monotony 
of the one situstion into wretchedness, and to render intolerable 
the degradation of the other. A loaf, a bed, and a coat, may be 
sufficient for the drone and the pauper, but these can tever éonfer 
happiness upon the intelligent blind man, who is ferced to regard 
such gratuities as proofs of his own uselessness and evidences of 
his own debasement. | l d l

The bii under consideration is based upon a petition signed by 
a large and very respectable portion of the citizens of Yazoo county, 
amounting in number to four hundred'and sixty. “fhe facts therein 
set forth, all of which the committee have fully appreciated, 
being of a weighty and important character, insomuch, that, not. 
withstanding a remonstrance, numbering at least ene hundred ma- 
jority, with arguments equally as potent against the propriety of its 
removal, we contend that their voice should not be stifled by any 
action of this body. ‘Uhe precedent has already been established 
in submitting the same question to the same people in for mer years 
Though objections might te urged upon the plea that the question 
had been once settled hy the people; still, in Republican govèrn- 
ments, it is not unusual thet questions of such grave importance 
should again and again be referred. ‘The constitution, the great 
fundamental law of onr State, has been twice subjected to the 
popular voice; And there i every reason to believe that it is al- 
most the unanimous opinion of this body the same subject is now 
ripe forpopuler action. -And yet Nur decades have not'elapsed. 
A public representative who is faitinul to his trust must look aloof 
from sectionalities. ` ` . l 

The difference between himself as an individue! and a repre- 
sentative, is the difference h-tween the one and the many, and no 
rebuke from the masters to their servants, | 
its character could be too severely inflicted upr 
betray their trust, where distinctions are so nicely balanced, as on 
the present occasion.

sage of a law submitting the subject to the voters of said county, 
as also, a remonstranee to the same, have had the same under con. 
sideration, and a majority thereof have instructed me to make the 
following report, and ask to be "discharged from its further consid. 
eration. 

The reasons given in said pétition. for the removal, are as fol." 
lows, first—the. epidemic which prevailed in Yazoo City the lást 
season, theréby preventing the holding of court in said county ; 
secondly, Benton is nearer the geographical centre of said county. 
In view of the fact, that the valuable time of the Legislature have, 
at various periods been. consumed in considering this subject, 
which to the people of said county, is and has been one of agita- 
tion and vexation for years past, entering into their elections, and 
thereby militating against the harmony "and best interests of the 
people, we have labored to arrive at à just conclusion, and give 
permanence to its settlement. 

In answer to the first reason, we would state, that the epidemic 
never before prevailed in said town, (as we have been advised, 
and hence it does not follow, as a matter of course, that they will 
have periodical visitations of that dreadful scourge. - Should, how- 
ever, that reason obtain in this particular-case, it would also hold 
good against Vicksburg and other places, and also against the 
magistrates courts, now held in said localities. It would be idle 
in our opinion, to say that any locality with a dense or numerous 
population, was exempt from its ravages. If, however, that could 
be urged as a good reason for its removal, the difficulty has been 
obviated by an act of the present session of the State Legislature, 
changing the time of holding the courts from the months in which 
this disease prevails. ` 

In reply to the second reason, we would state that neither‘of 
said places are in the geographical centre of said county, and if 
the doctrine of centrality is to prevail, then neither would be enti- 
tled to the court- house. By an addition of territory, made to the 
western portion of said county, a few years past, by an act of the 
Legislature, the claims of Yazoo City to the court house have been 
much strengthened, and by the existence of another fact, as we 
have been advised, namely, that Yazoo City is central, or more so 
than Benton, to the business and population of the county, and. 
accessible for all parts of the same. 

Your committee are advised that the court house, jail, and en- 
closures have been erected in Yazoo City, at an ézpense of near 
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$25,000, six thousand’ of which, all parties admit to; Have been 
paid by way of donation, by the citizens of said town: "The ele- 
gance, finish, and conveniencé of- said court. house is surpassed by 
that of few, if any, in this State ; and the jail is safe and durable. 
On the other hand, the court. house and ‘jail in -Benton are in a 
dilapidated condition, and unfit for the public bysiness, and .would 
have to undergo much expensive repairs, or new buildings erected

To admit the mischievous and dangerous doctrine, that minori- 
_ ties petitioning for legislation, against the will of majoritiés, pro- 

perly ascertained, where there is a community of interest, would 

be destructive of the best interests of society, and at war with the 
diznity of government and the stability of our institutions, and the 
inevitable result of a practicable exercise of which would be an- 
archy and confusion. 

A majority of your committee would therefore advise no legisla- 
tion upon the subject.

' That. they have visited the Institution at various: times, during 
the-present séssion of the Legislature, and feel gratified i in being 
able*to say, that they have found the Penitentiar y in a very pee 
berous' condition.. 

"The health of the prisoners was’ never better than at the pre- 

sent time, and-also during the past two years, with the exception 

of the two months of September and October, during the préva- 
lence of yellow fever; and notwithstanding the great mortality in 
the city; and that there were several violent cases also in the In- 
stitution, only two deaths’ occurred from this disease. - The utmost 
cleanliness is observed throughout the establishment. The cells 
are comfortab!y provided with good beds and bedding, and divine 
service is regularly held on the Sabbath. Some of the prisoners 
manifest much interest iu listening: to their chaplain, and many 
have made considerable progress in learning:to read and write. 
Good subordination seems to have existed, with but few excep- 
tions ; only two of the prisoners have endeavored to make their 
escape from the walls, during. the, past two, years ; one of whom 
was killed by the guard, justifiably, ds your committee believe, as 
he was sufficiently admonished and warned not to go out, and only 
shot, in the end, to prevent entire escape. The other was retaken 
in the vicinity, and is now in prison. Your committee think it 
was not intended by the framers of the Penitentiary system, to 
permit out-door labor'by the convicts; yet the custom has been 
sanctioned by the Législature. since the establishment of the In- 
stitution. 

‘The. machinery is ail in good condition, and neh credit i is due 
to Mr. Evans and Mr. Pool, wh attend to this branch of the pub- 
lie service, as well as to Mr. Swann, the excellent Superintendent 
who has secured their services. ‘The additional looms, and other 
machinery, required to be purchased at the Octobor session, 1852, 
have all been obtained, and are now in the most successful opera» 
tion, manufacturing a large additional amount of goods, all. of which 
meets.a ready sale in this and other markets. "Phe looms .and 
machinery now in operation, will turn out for sale one-third more 
goods, annually, than have ever before been manufactured since 
the Institution was first established., , 

The Superintendent has purchased his annual supply of cotton 
and paid for the same out-of money in his hands belonging to the 
Institution, without drawing a dollar from’ the public treasury ; all 
the’ supplies are now purchased and paid for by him. .So that the 
establishment is new no longer an a to the State, but a 
source of considerable revenues- 

The newly built: part of thé main front building, as well as the 
older. portions of it is” rapidly giving Way. and ‘decaying. The 
walls throughout are cracking’ and separating, and. the ‘entire 
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building is in stich a condition that it cannot longér retiaiü with- 
out considerable repairs, and in all probability will have ‘soon to 
be entirely rebuilt. A portion of the. front -building is necessary 
for hospital accommodations, and especially during the prevalence 
of epidemics, such as.existed during the last summer and fall. “The 
narrow cells in. which the prisoners are confined, are not suitable 
places for medical attention; and some: ‘repairs are indispensable 
to render at least a few of the rooms, not only safe-but suitable, 
for the treatment of diseased persons. 

The committee find that the Physician to the Penitentiaz ry has 
been faithful in the discharge of his duties, and in every way at- 
tentive to the wants of the Sick, e especially. düring the prevalence 
of yellow fever. And that much credit is due to him; as well as 
to the able and accomplished Superintendent, for ‘his prompt and 
constant attention to the unfortunate inmates in the Penitentiary 
at that alarming time. The Superintendent, and nearly all the 
officers of the Institution, with a praiseworthy and commendable 
devotion to their duty, and fo the public interest, remained at their 
posts during the whole of the epidemic, although much exposed to - 
the d themselves. . g SE 

After a thorough investigation into the receipts and disburse- 
ments made by the Superintendent, Mr. Swann, up to the first dày 
of February, 1854, the committee take pleasure in bearing testi- 
mony to the entire accuracy in all his transactions; not an error 
having been’ discovered ia all his books and vouchers. His month- 
ly settlements appear to have been promptly made with the Board 
of Inspectors, as required by law, aad the utmost economy appears - 
to have been observed in ail his dealings. The balances report- 
ed by him to the Legislature, are in accordance with his books 
and vouchers, and are strictly correct. 

The cierk's office and books have been also examined, and found 
correct, with the exception ofthe sum of three dollars; the amount 
charged br the clerk, to the Superintendent, in july, 1852, being 
20‘cents instead of three dollars and 20 cents, being the receipt 
from the shoe shop. The amount has, been corrected and charged 
to the Superintendent. 

Your commitiee have also had under consideration, the aes in 
relation to conveying convicts, from the different counties in the 
State, to the Penitentiary, and be elieving that the present mode is 
attended with much expense upoa the Treasury, that might other. 
wise be saved, without incurring any greater risk of having crim- 
inals to escape, would récommerd the passage of a law making 
it the duty of the Superintendent, upon proper notification, forth- 
with to send a sergeant of guard with a sufficient number of sub- 
ordinate guards, and vehicles, to convey all convicts from the jails 
or counties in which such convicts may be, to the Penitentiary, 
without any additional charge over and above their reguiar salary, 
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save "What the necessary and. unavoidable: expenses ‘of: E traveling 
may be. 

Ín order to carry out.the suggestions above made, your cornmit- 
tee would recommerid & smal! addition to the number of regular 
guards, and also an increase of the salaries of the guards. "Their 
compensation ‘has been ‘thirty dollars per month, from the founda- 
‘tion of thé Institution ; and although the Superintendent has hère- 
tofore been fortunate in securing "the services of competent and 
efficient men, he now finds .great difficulty in doing so. Por a 
considerable portion of the year this amount is readily obtained for 
slave labor and the services of competent arid reliablé ‘men cannot 
now be had at that rate.’ Without an incr ease of Ge great in- 
jury may result. 

In view of the fact, also, that the ‘Institution is DON yielding a 
large. profit to the State over'and above its expenses, and that 
large sums of money may %ccumulate upon the hands of the Su- 
perintendent, your committee would recommend that provision: be 
made, by law, requiring the Superintendent, as often as may be 
necessary, to report to the State Treasurer, the emount of money 
received and disbursed from-time to time of said reports, and oa 
what. account 3. and to pay over to the Treasurer, and take’his re- 
ceipt therefor, at ‘the time of making each report, all balances them 
in his harids,.or excepting Only so much as your honorable body 
may think proper, for the purpose of meeting contingent expenses; 
and that whenever it may be necessayy for the Superintendent to 
have more money thën he has in his own hands, for the purpose 
of purchasing stock or supplies, or meeting any other expénses; it 
shall only be drawn from the State Treasury by an order of the 
. Board of Inspectors, certified by the clerk, and countersigned by 
the Superintendent, stating the amount so'to be drawn, and for 
what purposes to be appropriated... ' 

Your committee, after making a thorough examination of the 
building of the Penitentinry, together with the books.and accounts

The line-of 
Levee is described by districts. with the cost of the Leveé in each 
district attached. 

District No. 1, commencing at the Southern line of Tunica cour- 
ty, to the Yazoo Pass, including the Pass: Messrs. ‘Thompson, 
Ford and Pow eii, contractors ; y cost of the Levee, all now complete, 
forty-six thousand dollars ; thirty. eight thousand dollars'hàve been 
paid them, leaving & balance due them of eight thousand dollars. It 
is proper to remark here, that from a wash made around the end of 
the Levee in the-Pass last winter and spring, the above Levee has 
cost ten thousand dollars'more than it would have cost had.the wash - 
not taken place. The distance of the above Levee is six miles. `

You will discover by the above estimate that it will take upwards 


of seventy-five thousand dollars to pay for the completion of the 
Levee, including the amount due diferent contractors for Levee al- 
ready completed. 

The Levee will cost much more than was estimated by the first 
survey ofthe topographical engineer, from the fact that the Levee 
route was changed from his survey, and rua further from the bank 
ofthe river, for the better security of the DD where the land 
was lower than it was on the bank of the river where the first sur- 
vey was made. 

Another reason is, ihat theccommissioners thought that the first 
dimensions of the. Levee from which the first estimate was made, 
was insufficient for ipricuespie purposes, and instructed me to in- 
crease the altitude from two feet above high water to, three feet 
above the level of the highest water mark, and: increase the base 
from five feet to ong in height, to seven feet to one in height, and 
from three feet on the apex, to from four to ten feet. `

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REPORTS AND PROCEEDINGS 


Of the Levee Commissioners of Coahoma county, Mississippi, re. . 


corded in pursuance of the different orders of the Board of 
Police of said county, in the words and figures following, to-wit : 


To the Honorable the Board of Police, for the county of Coahóma: 


The undersigned, Levee’ ‘Commissioners, appointed by your 
body to superintend the, survey and erection: of a levee across said 
county on or near the cast bank of the Mississippi river, would re. 
spectfully make the following reports of our actings and doings in 
the -premises : 

We proceeded to employ a competent engineer, who has survey- 
ed the route op which said levee is to run, and reported the proba- 
ble cost of building said levee. We regret to say that the expense, 
according to said report, will be much greater than had been, an- 
ticipated by any person friendly to said enterprise. "The distance 
across the county is said to be sixty-two’ miles and three-fourths— 
the expenses $250,000. The distance, however, can be shortened 
about ten miles by a change i in the route, which will, it is believed, 

reduce the expense of the levee about thirty thousand dollars.. 
This change is recommended by said engineer; and it is believed 
by those acquainted with both routes that the change will not effect 

‘any material change to any person, as the public-at large. The 
lands that would be left out of the levee is of but little worth, and if 
taken in, could not be entirely protected. The injury to individuals, 
cannot-compare with saving to the public generally. We, imme- 
diately after our appointment and qualification to office, proceéded 
to advertise in somé three or four largely cireulating newspapers; 
that we would let out the whole levee route to the lowest bidder, «or 


in parcels to suit bidders, giving sufficient time, on a certain day,. 


inthe town of Friar’s Point. On that day, at the Court House door, 
"the whole route was offered. No bidder. Ther by districts, be- 
ginning at the first, until the whole was offered, which was seven. 
No bidders. Then by the mile. We had a few small bids, «say 
about three miles by G. N. Saunders and John G. Miller, which 
levees they have completed and been received. Since that time 
there has been about twelve miles more put under contract. We 
have used every effort in our power to get a large amount of levee 
under contract, but have failed, owing, we think, to the following 
reasons : 

Ist. A want of means promptly to pay for labor. Leveeing is a 


business now largely in market, both south and west of us, and the © 


highest wages are given. Undertakers were not willing to come 
to our terms, and, wait on the county for pay, and then take a pro 
rata share annually, That portion of levee that has been built, and. 
that is now under contract, we regret to say, we have had to pay 
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an enormous high price, for (viz :), 4 feet-and under, 42 1.2 cents ; 
per cubic yard, 4 te 6, 15 cts. ; 6 to 8, 16’cts.; 8 to 9, 18 cts.;-9 to 
10, 20 cts.; and 10 ‘and upwards, 25 cts.; 12 1-2 cts. for muck dion; 
50 cts. per rod for clearing the way.. At this maximum our 
neer made his calculation. We started out at the following rates : : 
4 foot LIZ 1.2 cts.; 6. feet 15 cts.; all over, 18 cts., A few bids were 
taken, but have: failed: to .comply.” Consequently they hate fallen 
through. Your commissioners have pursued the following. courge 
in the distribution of the fund in hand and*in prospect : They ‘di- 
vided the county: into seven districts, giving to each member a da 
trict‘to, superintend, especially dividing this fund td each district ac- 
cording to the estirhated amount to build'the leyee, i im said districts, 
then to be appropriated oxdlusively, directing the labor .to. be per- 
formed first in those portions of the districts from which , greatest 
good could be effected. Owing to this manner of distribution 
several propositions to take contracts at the above rates, were re- 
jected. The conimissionérs*of said district, believing they could do 
better for their portion of the county by holdite on -to the district 
fend, until it would aecumülate so as to enable them to make cash 
contracts or ‘nearly so. Upon the whole, however, your commis: 
sioners believé the levee’ project practicable, and ean be made; and 
hope your body, in its wisdom, will be able to devise such measures: 
as will most successfully carry out and effect the object contemplated. 
We hope in future to be able to move on with greater facility in 
carrying , out this important enterprise, since the very favorable 
action of our legislature upoi this subject. They have contributed 
to this- -enterprise $75,000; to be raised-out of the State lands. at 
$2 per acre, also $250,000 acres of land scrip tobe raised from 
the. swamp land fund at 50 cts: Der acte, These megns we think 
can be,màde available. We therefore respectfully recommend. the 
reduction of the levee tax. We think for a time yet it will be neces. 
sary to levy and collect à small tax, until the. legislature’s donation 
cari be made available. Allof which is respectfully submitted. 

Nors.—-On this day we have let out 28 75.100 miles, now 
under contract.

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REPORT. OF LEVEE COMMISSIONERS. 


To the Hon. the Board of, Police, ) ZEE 
of Coahoma count; p Mississippi : t. 


. The Levee Commissioners of Coahoma county, Mississippi, 
elected by.the Board of Police, would EE fuly report to the 
Board, that’ after-their appointment to said office of Levee Com- 
missioners that they resolved firmh ly and zealously, to carry out 
the provisions of the vazious laws, for the construction of levees.on 
the Mississippi river, in Cóahom& county, and to fully and energe- 
tically meet the wishes aud expectations of every reasondble friend 
of the levee systera, and their time and-talents have, at all times, 
been. directed to, the carrying oùt and completi ion of this desirable 
object, and public benefit, and’ being influenced by an honest in- 
tention of doing every thing that could be accomplished with the 
limited means that had beén appropriated for levee purposes, by 
the acts of the Legislature of the State of Mississippi, approvéd the 
first of F'ebraary, 1850, and.the acts of the second of ‘March, 1850, 
which said several acts, were made tó apply to the county of Coa- 
homa, by an act appro: véd the 30th day of November, 1850, and 
after the appoititment of these Levee Commissioners, the Board 
of Police of Coahoma county, in their wisdom, os properly levied 
a tax of ten cents pêr acre on éach acre of land liable to taxation 
in this county. Which by reference to the , Legislative enactment, 
it will be seen, would enable the proper e authorities of Coahama 
county to demand and receive, from the State of Mississippi, an 
amount equal to that levied on each acre of land held b y private 
individuals. ‘Fhe Levee Commissioners ’ having beén qualified 
according to law, organized their Board, by elécting a president, 
secretary, and Heasurer: iron the‘ latter officer this Board dios 
taken bonds, eonditioned according to law, for the «safe keeping 
and disbursement of the Leeve Fund, with security thereon of un- 
questionable solvency, and who are just y represented to own un- 
'encumbered estate in their own right, worth over half a milion 
of dollars. After these preliminaries had been, arranged, the 
Board, with a st: rict view to encourage, in alf the departments, pro. 
ceeded to settle ona rate of prices, for the construction of the 
levee, and advertised in the public newspapers, for Contractors to 
undertake the construction of the levee ; but after eighteen months 
of unsuccessful efforts, it was ascertained that- these prices were 
regarded by é6ontractor, as’ wholly inadequate for the construction 
of | the levee. Your Commissioners then, on mature deliberation, 
settled on the following As, the base, height, manner and módo 
. €f. constructing the levee. ` All levees four feet high and under, to 
have. t base of five feet, for every foot in height ; ail levess over 
our feet’ high: and tnder ùine fet’ high to a’ base of six feet to 
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every foot in height; and all levees over 9 feet high shall have 
a base of seven feet for every foot in height, and for the’ certainty 
of effectuaily securing the country from füture inundation, it^was 
believed to be judicious to build all levees under ‘four feet high, 
two feet above high water mark, and all fevees over four, feet 
high, three feet above the highest water mark, with an allow- 
‘tance of two inchés for shrinkage, f for every foot in heighth, and 
` for the. better security of obtaining a firm and impregnable base 
for the levee, al! stumps, trees, and logs Were to be removed from 
the base, and a muck diteh three feet deep and three feet wide, 
running with the center of the line of the levee. And for the build- 
ing and construction ofthe lsvep,the following prices were proffer- 
ed. to be paid, to-wit: Ali levees tour feet high and under, at. 
121 cents per cubic vard; from four to Éve feet high, at 15 cents 
per cubic yard ; from five to six feet. high, 1&cenis per cubic yard; 

. from six to seven feet high, 17°cents per cubic^yard.; from seven 
to eight feet hich, 18 cents per c cubic yard; from eight to nine 
feet high; 19 ‘cents per cubic yard; from nine to ten’ feet | high, 20 
cents per cubic yard; and, all levees over ten feet high, to be at 
25 cents per cubic vard. "The inadequacy af the former prices, 
being clearly ascertained, and these rates being made oe had 
the effect of bringing forward levee contractors, but no t with any 
degree of alacrity, for it was rumored, and the ‘het fs believ ed to 
be so, that the State of Arkansas is paying 2u cents per cubic 
yard for all ievees; and the adieinihg county of Bolivar. in the 
State of Mississippi; is paying from 15 to SC vents per enbie yard, 
for the construction of their levees. : 

It will readily be perceived, by caiculation, that these a are 
a higher averag e than that paid for the Coalorsa county levees, 
anc as an evidence that the prices paid for the construction of 
levees here, were not regarded as the most lucrative business, it 
was rot until the month of December, 1851, that these Commis. 

sioners were:able to make any contract, And they furthermore. 
etat e, that various contractors, who have completed their levees, 
have ali expressed as not being paid for their time, trouble and 
investment of capital; but notwithstanding the disinclination of 
foreign contractors to undertake the work, these Commissioners 
have by their'industry, been enabled to put the whole line of the 
‘levee in Coahoma county under contract, forty-two miles of which 
levee is now completed, received ‘and paid for, and the residue of 
about tWenty miles is under contract, as is certainly believed will 
be completed according to contract. The various’ contractors 
having entered into bonds, with satisfactory security, for the faith- 
ful performance of the work. 

By referonce to the act of the Legislature of the State of Mis- 
sissippi, approved the 15th day. of March, 185%, it will be seen 
that the Legislature, by this enactment, appropriated 75,000 dol- 
lars in money, and 250,000 acres of land scrip, which could only 
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be located. on*the subme siged lands of the State, and was détivered | 
to Coahoma. county im due time. But this samie act of the Legis- 
lature ‘authorized the issuance of 600,600, acrés.of land scrip to. 
the river counties, for levee purposes, and 300 090 acres more, to 
be retained and disposed. of by the State, at fifty cents per acre; 
which was the minimum price fixed’ by Jaw for the disposal of the 
same, by the State or any. Levee Coinmissioner, either in money 
or for payment in making levees.. hese ‘Commissioners . having 
deers on the amount of land scrip-issued, the locality of the 
lands to'be located undér it, and the probable éourse of fature 
events, as indicated, by. past expérience arrived at the conclusion, 
that if this land. scrip was ever to be of much advantage to the 
county of Coa ahoma, it must be,appropriated with promptitude and 
decision, and on a proposition madè -by men of high character and 
general intelligence, arid” large" peciniary resources, for a heavy 
contract of some" ten miles in.length. . If was agreed to advahce 
30,000 dollars in land'scrip on this contract, ‘and in this connec- 
tion, the; di would here state that some where .near 30,000 dollars 
worth of work on this.levee is completed ; ; and the Coiamissieners 
are entirely confident that this contract will be fuiflied, And. (he 
levee completed this season. 

The Commissioners, in making contracts for. 2, building the levee, 
after the appropriation of the land- "scrip, made it a part of their 
contract that each contractor was to receive his proportion, of land 
scrip and ‘pra rata of mney belonging to the section or division of 
the GE wherein his levee «was situated. The wisdom and ad- 
vantage of paying vut this land scrip, with promptitude, i is now no 
longer prob'ematicai, but zn ascertained fact, for those at all famil- 
iar with the ordinary course of business, know full well that this 
same land serip paid out at fifty cents per acre. to the Levee Con- 
tractors can now be purchased in any quantities, large or small, 
at the rates of about th: ity cents per-acre ; and large amounts can 
not be sold at this réduction of price, and i in the county of Bolivar. 
where the Commissioners did not appropriate the land scrip ' 
prompty, theg cannot do so now at the minimum price of the 
law, and wilk be compelled to retain large amounts of this kind of 
funds on hand, perhaps for some future legislation. 

The amount of land scrip o iñ the treasury of Coahoma coun- 
ty, is 15,680 acres of land, In the various propositions and efforts, 
it was found impracticable to obtain contractors for scme twenty 
mies of important levee in Coahoma county, some of which was, 
through a deep overflow, and these Commissioners, actuated with 
à strong desire that such an important work should not fail when 
two thirds thereof had been completed, and being unable to find 
contractors, who us take the contracts, and fozeseeing the ne- 
cessity of paying out at par the land scrip; several of whem de. 
termined to nord erg ts, give bonds as other contractors, 
and comple ete the’ whole line of the levee this year, and according 


A0 a 


to this resolution, the. whole line of the levee is now under con. 
tract, and ‘the work all paid for, the said Levee. Commissionérs 
haying given such full and ample security for’ the "performance 
of their several contracts, according to their stipulations, as will 
insure the completion’ thereóf with as much certainty .as.human 
affairs can possibly be relied on. These latter contracts were 
made and entered into witha firm belief thatit was the only;way 
and time bat the levee could be made, with the kind of funds that 
were on hand, without any future loss or depreciation to the county 
of Coahoma. The Commissioners being informed'that these con. 
tracts have been the subject of severe criticism by. many citizens 
of our county, they therefore wish to disabuse the public mind, 
and set the whole of their acts and’ doings in this ‘matter, before 
the Board of Police, and through them before the county, being 
well assured that when’ truth shall have its ‘force, reason its sway, 
and the fountains of justice their purity, that impartial judgment 
must write upon their acts, well dene thou fàithfv! public servants. 
The Commissioners would refer the Board of Police to their trea- 
aurer’s reports, accompanying this, for the amount of receipts and 
expenditures on: account of the Levee Fund of Coahoma county.

We, the Board of Levee Commissioners for said county, would 
respectíally report to your hónors, that in pursuance to our ap- 
pointraent by your Board, we met at the court house of said’ coun- 
ty, on the 18th day of April, 1858, and proceeded to organize, by 
the election of Samuel Saxon, as President, William D . Jones, 
Treasurer, and Charlés S. Severson, as Secretary; and afier or- 
ganizing, we distributed'said county in leyee districts, as follow, to- 
wit: From the Tunica. county line, to. where the levee crosses 
the Yazoo Pass, as levee District No. 1. District No. 2, from 
the Yazoo Pass levee, to Old Port Royal, District No. 3, from 
Old Port Royai to Riichies! Bayou, District No. 4, from Ritchies’ 
Bayou to where tie levee route intersects the Lunsford road. Dis- 
trict No. 5, from the Lunsford road, to the Bolivar county line; and 
apportioned said districts to the following named Commissioners 
for their attention. and Superv:. ion, to-wit: District No. 1, to J. 
Alcorn. District No. 2, to Wiliam D. Jones. District No. 3 
Samuel Saxon. Dist rict "No. 4 L to Charles 8. Severson. District 
No. 5, J. W. Ledbetter; which is submitted to your Honors for 
approbation. We, as such Commissioners, have examined the

To the Honorable the Board of Police of Coahoma County, Miss.: 


The undersi igned Levee Commissioners-of the coutity aforesaid, 
appointec by your honorable body in April last, beg leave to make 
the foils wing report of their actings and doings, since S qualified 
as Levee C: commissioners. to-wit’ 

The undersigned, after being notified of their election: ag Levee 
Commissioners of Coahoma county, Mississippi, assembled at Friar’s 
Point. on i 18.h day of April, 1853, and organized by thé election 
of Samuel Saxon as President, Wn. D. Jones,as "Treasurer, and - 
Charles S. Severson as Secretary ; ; the Board ‘also elected Charles ' 
S. Severson Engineer, to receive five dollars per day, while actu- 
aliy engaged in sich service. 

When the undersigned ertered upon the discharge of their 
duties, they discovere ed that a contract entered into by their prede- 
cessors and Peter Wilkinson, for leveeiig, had” not been fully and 

ent'rely complied with on the part,of their predecessors; that the 
undersigned, before entering upon the discharge of their duties, 
took an oath to faithfully discharge their duties as levee commis- 
sioners; in view of the oath so taken, they could not assume the 
responsibility of reviewing and receiving. any contract entered into 
by their predecessors with contractors, thereby retarding the } pro- 
gress of the levee fur an indefinite period; the undersigned, con- 
ceived it to be their daty to use all honorable exertions to facilitate 
the completion of the levee, and not retard its progress by a factious 
opposition to contracts entered into by their predecessors, In pur- 
suance of the contract aforesaid, the undersigned passed an ‘order | 
authorizing the levee treasurer to pay to said Péter Wilkerson five 
thousazid dollars in levee ‘seri P which amount lias. been paid over 
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under said order, minus forty dollars. “The undersigned would für- ` 
ther report, that that portion of the county reported by the former 
Board as not being under contract, still remains uncontracted for. 
‘The contractors for the levee are now making as rapid progress 
with their contracts as could be reasonably expected, at this season 
cf the year. The undersigned would futher state, that they have 
every confidence in the present contractors complying with their 
oontracts. 2 

The above is all the undersigned have to report to your honora- 
ble Board. By report of the Treasurer, accompanying this report, 
you will be correctly Informed of the condition of the Levee 'Preas- 
ury and the state of the finances. In further explanation of the 
contract entered into by our predecessors with Peter Wilkerson, 
we would state that the contract with Wilkerson was to this effect : 
that they were to give him ten thousand dollars ;. five thousand 
dollars was to be given him in scrip, by our predecessors, and five 
thousand dollars in money. Six thousand dollars in scrip was 
given him by our predecessors. It was the agreement with 
the contracting parties, that if there should be no money in 
the treasury to pay- Wilkerson the five thousand dollars, then, and 
and in that event, Wilkerson was to take the scrip, with ten in 
in addition—it being the difference between levee scrip and 
cash—the amount of ten percent. advance on the price of levee 
srcip, made in consideration ‘of his taking scrip in place of .the 
money.

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TO HIS EXCELLENCY, JOHN J. McRAE, 


Gover nor of the State of Mississippi: 

The undersigned, Board of Levee Commissisners for Coahoma 
county, beg leave respectfully to: report that at the last May term 
of the Police Court of-said county, they were appointed to the office 
which Aber now hold; that they succeeded a board of commis- 
sioners who were appointed shortly after the passage of the law by 
the Legislature providing for the construction of a levee in Coa- 
homa county, and had held their offices, with one or two changes, 
up to the appointment of the present board. — , 

When the undersigned entered upon the discharge of their duties, 
they found in the treasury, as will be seen by the report of the 
Levee Treasurer of the undersigned, $8,861 62, said report of the 
Levee Treasurer being marked * Exhibit A,” and made a part 
of this report. It is known to you? Excellency that there came to 
the hands of the old board, $75,000 cash, derived from the 
sale of the 500,000 acres Së land, also 600,000 acies of land 
scrip. In addition to this, they received $4,044 69, derived from 
the county of Coahoma in the way of taxes, and $8,850 70 from 
the treasury of the State, as tax, under the act of the Legislature, 
upon the State lands, making the sum of $88,686 21 in cash, and 
250,000 acres of land scrip, the entire amount of which, except 
the amount above stated, was appropriated by the old board ; and 
as they made no report of their proceedings to your Excellency, 
the undersigned have thought it best to submit to your Excellency: 
their several reports to the Board of Police of Coahoma county, 
together with the report of their Levee ‘Treasurer, and also, the 
reports of the undersigned heretofore made to the Board of Police of 
said county, which are marked and numbered 1, 2, 3, 4, and en. 
dorsed as “Accompanying Documents.” By the reports here 
referred to, it will be seen that large advances were made to 
contractors, who had. executed bond for the performance of 
the work. The present Board were powerless, except to ‘see 
that no work should be received unless clearly up to the requisi- 
tions of the ordinances of the Board, and to urge, by all pos- 
sible means, the speedy completion of the contracts. We 
say powerless, we mean in this, that the funds had already been ad- ` 
vanced, and where experience had proven, or time developed, the 
necessity of changes in the contracts taken, the undersigned were 
in a degree at the mercy of the contractors, and.in some instances, 
have had to comply with contracts previously made, and im 
others, agree upon rates? or the junction of detached levees which 
they would not have done had the funds been under their control, - 
but which, if not done, under the circumstances, would have been 
disastrous to the interest of the county. By reference to the sup- 
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piemental report of the old Board, it will be seen that they had 
made an advance to Peter Wilkerson, upon a contract undertaken 
by him, of 12000 acres of land scrip, and had agreed with him that 
farther advances should be made in cash, or levee scrip at cash 
prices. Shortly after the installation of the undersigned, this con- 
tractor made a demand for compliance with his contract, upon the 
part of the undersigned. To comply so far as an advance in cash 
was concerned, was impossible for want of the funds ; to allow. him 
the scrip at less than the minimum, we could not do; but finally, 
that the matter might be arranged without litigation, and tbe work 
be speedily completed, we advanced his rates for leveeirg, so as 
te give him, as an indemnity for the discount upon the scrip, the 
sum of one thousand dollars; and made a further advance to him 
of 9920 acres of land scrip. Against this action, a portion of the 
undersigned protested; but those favoring the advance, regarded 
the contractor as having a legal advantage, which they were well 
apprised he would use; and they were prompted by a desire for 
the speedy construction of the levee, feeling that litigation with the 
contractor, at that crisis, would be ruinous to the best interests of 
the county. Another difficulty presented itself to the undersigned, 
in the completion of what we regarded as the most important levee 
in the county, was this: A contract had been entered into by the 
ald Board with messrs. Thompson, Ford and Powell, for the con- 
struction of a levee across the Yazoo Pass. They, during the last 
season, erected a levee across the Pass, which was received by 
sur predecessors, as being up to the requisitions of their ordinance. 
"Fhese contractors had received an advance in money and scrip, and 
i£ soon became evident to the undersigned that the money paid them 
would fail to connect this with the work done below them, which 
‘was necessary to be done, that the work should be permanent. 
"this discovery was not made till the season was far advanced, and 
the undersigned were without the means for its completion. Leave 
this gap open, and destruction to the whole work done, upon the 
first overflow of the Mississippi, was the certain consequence. 
We, therefore, negotiated with said contractors for the completion 
Gf the work at an advance of rates which might be regarded as high, 
but which we regarded. under the circumstances, a fortunate ar- 
rangement for the county, for these contractors entered speedily 
upon the work, and have fully completed their contracts, for which 
"we now stand indebt-d about $8,000. This liability we have in- 
curred, relying upon the liberality of the Legislature, confident that 
the helping hand of the State will not be removed from us at this 
smportint crisis, The completion of this contract makes the levee 
continuous, from the Northern boundary of the county, extending 
about one mile south of the Yazoo Pass, leaving a small contract 
for the extension of said levee to the high grounds,near the town 
of Delta yet unfinished, but in progress of completion. When 
thig portion of: the work is done, a great portion of the county 
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heretofore subject to annual inundation will be entirely reclaimed ; 
and should no other levee ever be built in the county, the State, in 
this levee ‘alone;-would derive a ‘full equivalent for the advances 
made by her Legislature, in thie astonishing i increase of her taxable 
resources. -The line of levee is continuous, from thé town of Delta 
‘south about thirteen miles, Jess. a. breach of about four or five hun- 
dred yards, which is now in rapid progress, and will, we think, 
be completed in sufficient time to check the coming overflow. 
This we regard as certain, unless an unexpected rise of the Mis- 
sissippi should come. South of this levee comes a contract of five 
miles, which will cost about $20,000, and upon which no work has 
yet been done. Then. comes the contract of V'ilkerson, above 
referred to, upon which an advance was made of $10,000 for the 
construction of the levee over a distance of'four miles. He may 
complete by the Ge rise of the river two miles in distance, 
embracing something over one third of the work. We look for 
nothing better. Contiguous to this contract the work is progress- 
ing well, until the contract is reached previously taken by A. M. 
Stewart, and upon which our predecessors made him an advance 
of $24,000. Thus far he has done nothing in the way of levee- 
ing, and the indications are anything bat favorable for its comple- 
tion.. We regret that messrs. Stewart and Wilkerson have failed 
in their work; for could we report favorably as to when the north 
half of the county would be virtually secured, south of Stewart’s 
conrtact, a contract extending to the county line, i is in speedy pro- 
gress of completion; this work, we feel confideat, will be com- 
pleted in time for all practical purposes. Upon it, when completed, 
the Board will owe some six or eight thousand dollars. As yet, 
owing to the unfinished state of the work, a precise estimate of the 
cost of the levee has not been made; but we hope to submit to 
your Excellency the calculations of our engineer, before the close 
of the present session of the, Legislature. Enough i is known from 
the estimates now before us to show .our inability to complete the 
work, without additional succor. We estimate the amount neces- 
sary at about $75,000. We submit, respectfully, the propriety of 
speedy legislation upon this subject. ‘Phe present Legislature 
should, by all means, provide for the construction and completion of 
this work during the ensuing season; delay in many instances 
would be ruinous to work already done. Some additional legis- 
| lation, in which our delegates are fully instructed, will be necessary 
for the protection of levees built, We suggest the question as to 
whether legisiation is necessary for speedy recovery of money here- 
= tofore advanced, wherein the parties are failing to redeem their obli- 
gations? "The practical benefits derived to the State from the con- 
struction of levees upon the Mississippi, are no longer in question ; 
| none are now found to argue against the practicability of the system ; 
while the benefits to be der ved to the State are as little questionable. 
The tide of emigration which has heretofore travelled west of the 
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Mississippi, has been checked; the Western emigrant, when. he 
reaches the bank of the great Mississippi, views with astonishment 
the noble embankment: which guarantees the protection of this rich 
and fertile region of country from the destructive influences of in- 
undation, strikes his camp and becomes a citizen among us. Qur 
population is daily increasing ; land has advanced, where the pro- 
tection is complete, from six, to twenty and thirty dollars per acre ; 
the citizens wear an expression of contentment; none leave, but 
many come, and soon this former wilderness and habitation of wild 
beasts will become one of the most beautiful and lovely portions of 
the South. All of which is respectfully submitted.

To the Hon. J. J. McRae, 
Governor of ihe State of Mississippi : 

In pursuance of an act of the Legisiature of Mississippi, re- 
quiring your undersigned commissioners'to report condition of levee 
m and disposition of same, we beg leave to report :— 

. Owing to the demand for labor on works of internal im- 
pr n now in progression throughout the west and south, and 
consequent scarcity of hands, the increased price of labor and of 
provisions, the amount of work completed during the season of 
1853-54, will compare unfavorably with previous years. Our 
desire to keep the rateslow for leveeing, and to economize the fund, 
may have checked to some extent the desire of taking contracts. 

Upon a closer inspection into the extent in miles yet to levee in 
the county; we find our last estimate too small, and report about 
eight miles not under contract. 

The amount under contract, most of which is already completed, 
and so reported. in schedule marked A, is about 10.25 miles.” 

We would estimate the cost of Jevees not under contract, at 
about $70,000. 

The amount of cost of levees completed and reported for the 
years 1853-54, deducting $24,445 68-100 for land warrants sold.to 
contractors on bonds, is $20,170 3-100, which îs a charge against 
the fund yet to be liquidated. 
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But, by the time we shall have completed the leveeing of the 
county, owing to the uncertainty of the channel of the Mississippi 
river in some- bends, new levees will be demanded, and thus like 
the perpetual flow of the waters of the Mississippi, will there be 
a demand for funds to repair old levees, and occasionally to make. 
new. 

We Enow of no work of internal improvement, canals, railroads, 
&c., &c., but require a fund for repairs; and we were in hopes 
that the funds donated by Congress, 28th September, 1850, were 
ample. 

If all the lands condemned as swamp or overflowed land in the 
State were made subservient to the leveeing of the Mississippi river, 
they might be. But we regret to see already a diversion o* the 
fund to other purposes, viz: in chartering Pearl river Company; 
also chartering Warren, Holmes and Sunflower Company. See 

. 1352. s 
us en including about 257,000 acres in Sunflower county, whose 
lands are dependant for protection on the leveesin Tunica, Coaho- 
ma and Bolivar counties, there are a little over one and a half 
millions of acres of land in the bottom or river counties, to which 
we have an indisputable right. 

Of this amount, one million of acres have been issued to the 
State and river counties, leaving the meagre amount of half a mil- 
lion of acres yet to be issued. Coahoma county has received 
equivalent to 409,000 acres; Bolivar county has received equiva. 
lent to 154,000 acres ; Tunica county has received 164,000 acres ; 
Goahoma, with a front of about 62 miles, receives equivalent to 
6,450 acres per mile. 

At same rates, Bolivar would receive 548,950 acres; Tunica, 
290,250 acres. To receive our pro rata share, according to the 
apportionment to Coahoma, we are entitled to receive 894,250 
acres, in addition to amount already received, and considering a 
large portion of our county was as new and sparsely settled as 
Coahoma, and as much entitled to the sympathies of the Legisla- 
ture, we are justly entitled tosreceive the same pro rata share as 
Coahoma.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON ACCOUNTS: 


The committee on Accounts, whose duty it is-to examine the 
books of the Auditor of Public Accounts, the Treasurer, Secretary 
of State, the State Commissioner and Executive Contingent Fund, 
together with the vouchers in their offices, and report thereon tothe 
Legislature, have discharged that duty as well as the limited ‘time 
allowed them from their.other duties, m either branch of the Le- 
gislature, would permit. The committee-are, aware that their ex- 
amination was not as full and searching as the importance of the 
interests: involved im those offices and the ‘finances of the Staté, re. 
quire. A larger amount of business has been transacted in those 
offices within the last'two fiscal years, than, in any other period of 
like duration since the formation of the Government. Under such 
a state of facts, your. cominittee were wholly unable,’ for want of 
time, to examine many of the laws authorizing -drafts upon the 
Treasury, by which to ascertain the legality or illegality of the 
claims allowed and paid by the State, which should be ‘done in all 
éases, in 1 order to detéct errors or mistakes. So far as their-exam- 
ination did extend, the committee find that most of the accounts al- 
lowed by the -Auditor, and paid by the. Treasurer, were in strict 
conformity to the law. ‘There is one class of accounts, however, 
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that your committee believe have been made against the State dòn- 
trary tò law, by suüdry individuals entitled to milage; under the 
statutes of this State; as to somie-of those persons, members of thé 
Legislatüre for instance, The law is plain and explicit, that mile. 
age is to be estimated by the nearest route of land: travel—yet, 
‘some members of the"Legislature'charge by some'circuitous route, 
which, in some instances, is nearly or quite double the distance by 
land—members from the same counties sometimes differing in their 
charge for mileage, to the amount, of eighty or one hundred dollars. 
The law governing sheriffs, electors, &c., is not so explicit in ‘its 
enactments ; -cohsequently, méng of the sheriffs transport their 
prisoners, guards, &c., by. water, charging the State mileage esti- 
mated by railroad ‘and river routes ; which your committee believe 
is not in accordance with the spirit of the law, but, on the contrary, 
highly detrimental to the interest of the State, large amounts hav- 
ing been paid in the course of years to those officers and guards 
for mileage; for themselves and prisoners. Some specified directions 
should bè given by law or resolution, to the Auditor of Public Ac: 
counts, for his direction in future settlements with sheriffs, for mile- ` 
age. "The-distance from.. Hernando, in DeSotó county, by the 
nearest land route of travel does not exceed 240 miles, if so múch, 
and yet by warrant ‘No. 1088, A. Bullington, Deputy Shériff of 
_ DeSoto county, charged the State for 522 miles of travel, for con- 
. viet John Moore, from that town Zo the State Penitentiary, at the 
rate of $2 per 30 miles—$34 80 cents; self and two guards, 3132 
or 1044 miles each, at $3 per 30 miles, amounting to $313 20-100, 
and 80 cents tolls, amounting ‘in all to $348 80-100; whereas, by 
the Jand route, the legal charge for the previous mileage -would 
have been $16, and for himself and two guards $144, making in 
all $160, instead of $348 80,the amount actually paid out of the 
treasury for that service-—the State thereby losing $188 80 by 
that transaction. The distance to Holly Springs from Jackson, 
does not exceed, as your committee beliéve, 250 miles by the land 
roule, yet by reference to warrant 1230, in the Auditor’s office, it 
will be seen that James H. Jenkins, Deputy Sheriff -of Marshall 
county, charged for 500 miles of travel, of 4 convicts, viz : Beck, 
McMahon, Sawyer and Wentworth, from Marshall county to State 
Penitentiary, $133 35-100, and for 1000 miles travel of self and 
twelve.guards, in coming and returning, $1,300, amounting in the 
whole to the sum of $1,433 35, which service, by the’ land 
route as contemplated br law, would have amounted to $715, 
thereby causing-a loss to the treasury, on that transaction, of 
$718 35-100. By reference to warrants in the same office, Nos, 
253 and 254, it will bé seen that Thomas Powell, Sheriff of Mar. 
shall county, charged and was paid by the State for 1000.-miles 
travel of-self and-two guards, in conveying -Calvin Bryant from 
said county to the State Penitentiary, at $3 per 30 miles—$300 ; _ 
and for 500 miles of travel for said convict, at4$2" per 30 miles, 
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$33 33, making the whole amount $333 33, instead of $152, which 
the law allows, thereby causing alos to the treasury of $181 33. 
In the opinion of your conimittee, the-State has been made to pay 
for conveying six prisoners to the Penitentiary, from those two 
counties alone $1088 48-100 more than the law, strictly construed, 
would allow. {tis proper for the committee to remark that such 
accounts are made out by the Sheriffs, and certified to by the 
Keeper of the Penitentiary and presented to the Auditor, who is 
directed by law to issue his warrant on the-treasury, for the amount 
so certified, and which the Treasurer is directed to pay. The 
blame lies upon the Sheriffs for miaking, and the Keeper of the 
Penitentiary for allowing-such accounts „so made against the ins ti- 
tution, or the State, to receive his- certificate ‘of approval. It is 
hoped that hereafter a more rigid scrutiny into -the accounts pre- 
sented for his approval will be made before he sanctions them by 
his certificate. On examining the books and vouchers in the 
Auditor’ s office, we fhd balances of various amounts” outstanding 
against various tax collectors of different counties, which your 
' committee thought it their duty to: report to the le gislature, which 
is herewith présented i in tabular form, as part of their report. The 
books and papers in the Auditor’s office have been neatly-kept, and 
as far as posted foünd correct; but from thé 21st September, 1859, 
the Ledger is not full, and front the 28th of February, 1853, “the 
Journal is not posted. It is due to the late Auditor, “Me Russel, 
to state that he assigns the late “epidemic as the cause why the 
books were not posted -before his term, of office expired.” Your 
committee would recommend tliat some provision be made to’ have 
thé books posted: at an early day, least the public interest should 
suffer by the delay. The mileage charged by members of the 
Legislature, from the various counties of this State, has already 
been published by order.of the House of Representatives, to which 
the committee refer the Legislature for full information on (hat 
subject. {t only remains-for them to add to that report the mileage 
charged the State, by the Electors of President and Vice-Presi- 
dent, at the late election, viz: Warrant No. 1002, J. H. R. 
Taylor, from Holly Springs to Jackson and returning by river 
route, 1900-miles, $200 ; A. M. Jackson, from Ripley to Jackson, 
and returhing, river route, 1070 "miles, $214; E. C. Wilkinson, 
from Yazoo City to Jackson, and returning 320 miles, river route, 
$645 W. S. Featherston, from Houston to Jackson and returning 
300 miles, $60; H. Cassedy, from Franklin county to Jackson, 
and returning, 17 0 miles, at 20 cents per 30 miles, $28. 
Your.committee have examined the books and vouchers in the 
Treasury department, up to the 31st day of December, 1852, and 
find the entries and vouchers correspond, and the books posted cor- 
rectly as far as their examination extended. ‘They have counted 
the money in the treasury and find in that office on the 25th Feb- 
ruary, 1854, (mostly in gold,) belonging to the Chickasaw School 
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Fund, fifty-five thousand three hundred and. ninety-nine dollars and 
seventy cents, ($55,399,70.) There is in the Treasury, belong- 
ing to the Sinking’ Fund, one hundred and four thousand one hun- 
dred and nine dollars and thirteen cents, ($104,109 13.) On ac- 
count of the three per cent. fund, eleven thousand two hundred - 
and seventy.eight dollars, ($11,278 ;) and on account of general 
tax, twenty-eight thousand nine hundred and, sixty-two dollars and 
seventy cents, (28,962 70.) The. aggregate amount of all funds, 
in the treasury, on the 25th of February, inst., as appears from ac- 
tual count, was one hundred and ninéty-nine thousand seven hun- 
dred and fifty dollars and twenty-eight cents, (199,750 28.) ‘Che 
recgipis into the Treasury from all sources from the Ist of January 
to the 25th of February, 1854, was fifty-two thousand seven hun- 
dred and thirty-three dollars and twenty-six cents, ($52,733 26 ;) 
and the expenditures for the same-period, amount to fifty-seven, 
thousand four hundred and ninety-four dollars-and fourteen cents, 
($57,494 14,) shewing an excess of expenditures over receipts, 
from the first of January to the 25th of February, 1854, both days 
inclusive, of four thousand seven hundred and sixty dollars and 
eighty-eight cents, ($4,760 83.). Youf committee nave examined 
the books and vouchers in-the office of the State Commissioner, . 
and find.them to agree with the report made by that officer to thé 
Legislature, at its present session, to which your committee refer 
for full information relative to the condition of the business of that 
office. Your committee have not been able to examine the office 
of the Secretary of State, nor have they been able, from their 
limited time and thé greatly increased business in the other offices, 
to examine the Executive Contingent Fund; and are therefore un- 
able to make any report as to the condition of those departments;

The undersigned, your petitioners, citizens of Adams county and 
the City of Natchez, respectfully represent: That a few years 
since, through the munificence of Rice C. Ballard, Esq., an emi- 
nent planter, (he Tends and patrons of female orphans were plac- 
ed in possession of a spacious lot of ground and a commodious 
brick edifice, on the corner of Rankin and Jefferson streets, in the 
City of Natchez: and‘that an act of incorporation will be imme- 
diately obtained from the Legislaturé of the State, under the style 
of “The St. Mary's Female Orphan Asylum of Natchez.” 

And your petitioners further ee that this institution, under 
the sole care and supervision of the “Sisters of Charity,” an order 
of mercy and benevolence, whose praises have been diffused 
throughout all our Southern clime, has been entirely dependent for 
support, upon private and individual donations and upon the avails 
of a day school, kept by the Sisters of Charity, to which young . 
ladies and misses; the children of citizens at large, were admitted, 
for a small compensation, to the classes and studies in which the 
orphans were taught. So straightened have the circumstances of . 
the Institution frequently been, that monthly, weekly, and even 
daily appeals were necessary to be made to private benevolence, 
to keep hunger, cold, and nakedness from the rooms of the Asylum, 
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which have ever been crowded with young orphans of that sex the 
most helpless, and over whose unprotected condition the best feel. 
ings of the human heart flow in uncanstrained sympathy. . 

This, your petitioners respectfully répresent, was the true ¢on- 
dition: of this crowded Asylum, up to the late devastating epidemic; ` 
whose path through. our decimated community, might be traced by .

become imperiously necessary to enlargé the present Asylum build- 
ings to double their present capacity, ` l 

In view of “all thesé unetaggerated facts, — in the name of our 
eommon ‘humanity, and of unfortunate female orphan. children, 
whose names are enrolled on the books of the Asylum, we, yoyr 
petitioners, humbly, but respectfully and urgently. entreat a legisla- 
tive grant of money from the State Treasury; of an amóurit pto- 
portionate to he: demande of this noble charity, and in keeping 
with the character of our State for benevolent generosity towards 
objects of real pity and commiseration. We are fortified in our 
earnest petitions by Legislative precedents, grants of large sums 
having been repeatedly made to an elder institution of refuge for 
orphans of both sexes in Natchez, now filled to overflowing, from 
the same causes which have crowdéd St. Mary's Asylum. 

Suffer, then, Honorable ‘Legislator’, your petitioners to plead, 
and not unavailingly, in favor of a charity not based on sectarian 
or local interests, but as free and open to all, as the sun-light of 
heaven, with no requisites of family ór creed, recognizing only the - 
simple conditions of sex and orphanage ; in favor of an institution 
in which an education is imparted, qualifying all the inmates for 
useful and honorable stations in life, endowed with solid as well 
as ornamental accomplishments as demanded by the-enlightened 
spirit of the age and a liberalized "humanity. j
